By theſe Statements, or rather Eſtimates, the Honourable Board will obſerve the enormous 
ſum by which the Vizier's expences exceed his income; and as I obtained my information from 
the beſt authority, I have great reaſon to believe that I haye not over-rated them. 


The Miniſters have often repreſented to the Vizier his ſituation, but without effect; for 
though he may have been convinced at the time of the neceſſity of a reform, yet his turn for 
expence will render it a moſt difficult taſk to bring him to abide by any regular ſyſtem, . Beſides 
this reaſon, there is a very principal one ariſes from the oppoſition his Miniſters meet with from 


Imaum Bucſk, Tipper Chund, and the favourite Tellinga Rajas, who counteract every meaſure 
Vol uV. they 
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they propoſe for introducing good order and oeconomy. The characters of his Excellency's 
favourites 1 explained to the Hpyourable Bgard ip my Gnefof the 21ſt of Auguſt . and am 
ignorant of any change having happened in his ſentiments towards them. 


It appears to be his plan to entruſt to the Tellinga Rajas the management of any farms that 
may in future fall vacant. I dread the bad confequences that muſt enſue; for it needs little 
judgment to penetrate into the conduct of men of low births, without either education or abi- 
lities, and whom I may ſafely declare totally unfit for the charge of Government. The country 
already feels the effects of their violence and the Vizier does; not receivg even a temporary 
advantage from it; as whatever they may collect from che country, the payments to him from 
all the diſtricts fall infinitely ſhort of the former rents. I 


The Miniſters, whoever they be, will be conſtantly perplexed how to act towards the fa- 
vourites, as their influence with the Vizier places them above controul, and likewiſe enables 
them to obtain extravagant allowances fer the charges of collection, as well as great deductions 
| for the failure of erops, deſerted lands, and under various pretences void of foundation. Theſe 
| men themſelves, I am told, doubt the permanency of their fituations—they are ſenſible of the 
general diſguſt which-prevails againſt them, and that on any change of Government they would 


be the firſt to feel the effects, and therefore are the more earneſt to acquire emoluments, without 
regard to the means,

In my addreſs of the 8th of Auguſt laſt, I informed the Honourable Board of the abuſes which 
reigned in the mint, and of the improbability of their heing rectified oning to the influence of 
the manager, one of the principal Tellinga Majas. I am forry to obſerve hat abuſes daily en- 
creaſe; for at this ſhort period of time, from my forwarding the Honourable Board a table of 
aſſays, the coinage at ſome of the mints has been debaſed near three per cent. Such departments 
of the Government as are not under the management of the favourites are neglected, and the 
perſons inveſted with the charge of them expoſed to the greateſt diffioulties. Aumils, whoſe 
diſtricts are-filled with refractory Zemindars, and require troops to ſubject them, cannot obtain 
aſſiſtance in proper time, and, on this account, I have known great loſſes often accrue in the 
revenue. Another great difficulty they labour under is, the aſſignments granted on them exceed- 
ing the rent of the lands they hold. To many people of influence who have theſe aſſignments 
they do not dare to give a refuſal, for fear of heing injured or them, and they are at the ſame 
time unable to comply with their demands; ſo that I recollect many inſtances of Aumils, whoſe 
attention has been more taken up in making excuſes to Tuncawdars, than in the care of their 
diitricts. Every Tuncawdar ſends a Vackell, Hircarras, and a number of people to collect his 
Tuncaw, and if he has troops under his command, he detaches a party to exact payment from 
the Aumil; very often troops, whom the Vizier cannot pay at the preſence, are ſent to collect 
their arrears from an Aumil. They frequently treat him in the moſt ignominious manner, by 
confining and depriving him of all ſuſtenance, until he finds means to ſatisfy them. So conſi- 
derable an officer of government as an Aumil, whoſe character ſhould he held up to the people 
in the moſt reſpectable light, to be thus diſgraced, muſt not only affect the Vizier's authority, 
but his revenue, and is ſo prejudicial, that it will be impoſſible for the Government to ſubſiſt 
long upon this plan. hs” 1 50 


Another great abuſe which prevails, is the contempt with which the Vizier's authority is 
treated: His orders are ill executed; his perwannas diſregarded, even in the neighbouring dif- 
tricts to the capitol, unleſs accompanied by fimilar ones from the perſons immediately in charge 
of the province. In ſome diſtant parts of the country, neither his Excellency nor his Aumils 
are much regaided; the Gurrocpore diſtri particularly can hardly be ſaid to be under the Vi- 


zier's Government, as it is held by Zemindars who pay little obedience to the Aumils, and diſ- 
charge their revenues with great irregularity, 4 oh 


| Heretofore it was uſual to annex the Sayer, or the collection of duties of goods tranſported by 
| land, to the department of the Aumil of the province, but the Vizier has thought proper to 
make the Sayer. of all his dominions a ſeparate office, and entruſt it to the management of 
| Bowanny Sing. This has been productive of much confuſion and general complaint, becauſe it 
interferes with the authority of the Aumils, and creates perpetual diſputes. The perſons under 
the Sayer. are frequently concerned in the farming of lands, and holding offices under the Au- 
mils. Both the Baabe the Sayer, and the Aumils, have claims on the ſame man, and both

The execution of buſineſs at the public offices is protracted unneceſſarily, owing to the Vi- 
gier's inattention, and the difficulty the Miniſters are under in bringing him even to give his ſanc- 
tion to their acts: without it, however great the latitude-may-be, he avowedly grants them, till 
they dare not proceed; for in the preſent divided ſtate of the Court the Miniſters have too much 
to apprehend, from the inſinuation of their opponents, to enter into any meaſures, unleſs ex- 


preſsly authorized, by his Excellency. 


On the appointment of the Miniſters, I informed the Honourable Board of the adyice I had 
given the Vizier, and the confidence I entertained of their earneſt wiſh to, promote the joint in- 
tereſts of their maſter and the Company; and T have equal-reaſon to believe they are zealous in 
their duty, Hyder Beg Cawn has ſhewn abilities ſuthgzent to diſcharge Rp in him; 
but, curbed and oppoſed on every occaſion as he has been, it is impoſſible to expect he ſhould 
have been hitherto able to introduce a reform in the government. I ſhall dwell particularly on 
this ſubject, becauſe I know his attachmænt. to. the. Company has expoſed him to the enmity of all 
the Court; but I humbly hope the Honourable Board will regard Hyder Beg Cawn as a man to 
whom their countenance and protection are neceſſary, as well to ſupport the Vizier's govern»

ROM the letters of Mr. Middleton I learn that he had ſhewn . as I deſired him, the 
agreements-entered into between us at Chunar, and that your ighneſs did not agree to or 
approve of ſeveral of the articles. My only defire in giving that Gentleman that order was, that 
he might aſſiſt in the adjuſtment of thoſe matters agreed on, becauſe theſe regulations tend to the 
ſtrengthening your Highneſs's authority, and the advancement of the cultivation of the country. 
Your Highnets does not approve of the aſſiſtance propoſed. I am in doubt how to proceed. My 
ſole view in this journey to Benaris was to regenerate the n already ſubſiſting between 
your Highneſs and the Company, and to aſſiſt your Highneſs in forming the bundobuſt of the

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F. From the Mother of the Visier: received 6th January, 1982. 


Our fituation is pretty well, and your good health is conſtantly prayed for. I had ſent Behar 
Ally Khan to you; accordingly people invented a falſhood, that Behar Ally Khan was gone to 
get the — of the Soubah, and ſome perſons here were ſaying, © Wherefore has ſhe ſent 
Behar Ally Khan to Calcutta to the Nabob Amiid ud Dowlah? We will never permit the 
« affair to ſucceed,” And accordingly it has ſo happened, for they ſay that you alſo have not 
put your ſeal to the treaty; and the people here ſay, Why does the noble lady correſpond with 
„the Engliſh gentlemen?” On this account. I did not ſend a letter at the time when you camo 
this way, Now the ſtate of affairs here is thus: On the 27th Zehede, Aſuph ud Dowla Behader, 


without my knowledge, ſent his own Aumils into my jagheer; I accordingly wrote ſeveral times. 


to Mr. Middleton on this buſineſs, that his ſeal was to the treaty and writing of diſcharge, why 
did he not negociate in my favour? Mr. Middleton replied, “ The Nawab is the maſter,” [ 
wrote frequently, but without effect. Being helpleſs, I repreſent to you the ſtate of my affairs; 
that notwithſtanding the exiſtence of this treaty I have been treated in this manner; it is uſeleſs 
for me to ſtay hers, Whatever is, is a compact; whenever any one deviates from his compact he 
meets with no credit for the future, and the light of mine eyes, Aſuph ud Dowla, wrote to me, 
that he had ſent his own Aumils into my jagheers, and would pay me ready money from his 
treaſury, Reflect on my ſ curity for his adhering to his future engagements, from the conſidera- 
tion of his conduct under his pal promiſes. I do not agree to his ready money, let me have my 
Jagheer as formerly; otherwiſe, leaving this place, I will wait on you at Benares, and thence will 
go towards Shah Jehan Abad, hecauſe he has not adhered to his engagements. Send letters to 
Aſuph ud Dowla, and to Mr, Middleton, and Huſſen Reza Khan, and Hyder Beg Khan, not to 
moleſt the Begum's Jagheer, and to let them remain as formerly with the Be um's aumils, And 


it is here ſuſpected of me that my Aumil plundered the property of Mr. John Gordon, The 


caſe is this: Mr. John Gordon arrived at Tandah, a Jagheer of mine fighting with the Zemin- 
dars of Akbeerpoor, which belongs to the Kalſeh, Accordingly Mr. John Gordon having come 
to Tandah, my Aumil performed whatever appertained to his duty. Afterwards, Mr, John 
Gordon wrote to me to ſend my people, that he might come with them to Fyzabad, I ſent 
people accordingly to bring Mr. John Gordon, and the ſaid gentleman arrived here in complete 
ſafety; and Mr. john Gordon is now preſent, aſk him yourſelf of theſe matters. Mr. John 
Gordon will repreſent matters in detail; the truth will then become known, how ill-founded the 
calumny is. Should you come here for a few days it will be very well, and if not L will wait. 
on you; and your coming here is very neceſſary, that all my affairs may become arranged; and 
ſend a ſpeedy anſwer to my letters, and letter to Aſuph ud Dowla, and Mr. Middleton, and 
Huſſen Reza Khan, and Hyder Beg Khan, on the ſubject of ceaſing to moleſt my jagheers; and 
ſend me conſtantly news of your health, for my peace of mind depends thereon, |

No. 1. Copy of a Letter from Hyder Beg Khan to Ally Ibcahim Khan. 


Your affectionate Letter arrived at 2 palace on the 25th Mohurrum; you wrate that 
at the time of taking leave of his Highhefs, after what had paſſed concerning the ſettlem 
of affairs, and the permanency of the proſperity of his Highneſs, and of the Company's well- 
wiſhers, it o&turred to your mind, that good order would ſpeedily aſſume form from his Hligh- 
neſs, and from the Nawab Huſſen Reza Khan, and from me; hut that as yet ſeveral affairs were 
not come to height, chat it was imewnbent I ſhould perform them with expedition, otherwiſe 
that there would be cauſe for my being ſpoken againſt, and my ' engagements obtain no credit, 
My friend, I became greatly aſtoniſhed and affected on underſtanding theſe things, betauſe the 
Nawab Huſſen Reza Khan, and myſelf, knew the bettering of ourſelves to be dependant on the 
good order of the affairs of his Higinefs's fircar, and of the Company's; and from the time of 
my coming here I know not that any affair has been delayed; and I have executed whatever 
came to my underſtanding, as appertaining.to.loyalty to his Highneſs's fircar, and to the Com- 
pany's fircar, which in truth are one and the Tame; and alſo whatever Mr.' Middleton com- 
maxed, However, in ſome matters, which have not yet been treated of, perceiving the proſ- 
perity of his Highneſs's affairs, and good-will to the Company's fircar therein, I came to Fyza- 
bad with a determination concerning them, and to the utmoſt of my power have laboured in 
forwarding them; no manner of neglect has or ſhall take place. But in the performance of 
ſeveral beneficial operations the whojJe Court has become adverſe to me; yet, not giving any 
_ conſideration thereto, I reſign myſelf to the feryice of his Highneſs and of the Company; what- 
ever Mr. Middleton commands, becomes performed. Net withſtanding theſe occurrences, of 
which intelligence has undoubtedly reached you, yet have you written in a friendly manner to 
ſuch a purpole, it has produced the thought that fome matter muſt have been neglected, which 
I or Mr. Middlet 1 have not recollected; therefore, acknowledging the errors to which human 
nature is ſubject, f requeſt information what bafjnefs it is, of which you ſay ſeveral matters have 
not been. performed; if yon will write particularly, I will exert myſelf therein to the utmoſt of 
my power, in as. much as I am not wanting to ſubmiſſion and obedience, Write to me ſpeedily 
a detailed anſwer, for I labour under much diſquiet and anxiety : I cannot become convinced 
without information. As J am perfectly certam that nothing of Mr. Middleton's commands 
have with. my knowledge been neglected, therefore, ſuſpecting myſelf of ſome error, I have re- 
queſted information to what you wrote, “ that I ſhould make haſte in the affairs, and give 
<« .informativn, and ſo on Rela i would be remembered.” You may underftand my conduct 
from others, that night and day I am employed on the affairs of his Highnels's and the Company's 
ſircars, and. with perfect content of mind, You may on occaſion recall it to remembrance, that 
as far as I am able I neither have nor ſhall fail in the buſineſs of both fircars, which are as one and 
he ſame ; and that, conſidering the favour of God, and the kindnefs of Mr. Haſtings, Governor

No. 2. COPY of a Letter from Hyder Beg. Khan, to Ally Ibrahim Khan, 


From the time that your friendly letter arrived, containing this, that ſome of the matters 
which were treated of for the benefit of the ſircars of his Highnels and of the Company were 
75 yet performed, my heart has ſuffered great diſquietude: from the time of my coming here 
J have exerted myſelf m thoſe matters, and 1 know my proſperity to be in the good order of the 
affairs of his Highneſs and of the Company, and Mr. Middleton and Mr. Johnſon are appointed 
here; and whatever has occured to me. for the henefit af both. Sircars, I have tepreſented. t both 
gentlemen, and imploring their aſſiſtance, I employ myſelf in the performance thereof. In 
getting poſſeſſion of the jagheers of his Highneſs's relations there have been great difficulties; but 
viewing the ſervice of his Highneſs, I have not attended to the diſcontent 9 any one; and Mr. 
Middleton, in conformity to Mr. Haſtings's directions, give me, his aſſiſtance. I act as he 
commands; from that period the nobles of his Highneſs's ſircar are hoſtile to my life; this 
matter is not concealed, it is public. Conſidering God's grace, and the favours of the Governor, 
I am not wanting in ſervice, Having determined on an undertaking not yet communicated 
which I know to be for the ſervice of his Highneſs and of the Company, I am come as 3 -

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Fyzabad. If it be executed oonformably to my repreſentation, you will know it when com- 
pleted. Here my loyalty has made ſuch enemies; and if I be in your parts ſuſpected of neg- 
ligence and lazineſs, do me the juſtice to conceive, how great would be my diſquietude. How- 
ever, I truſt that my efforts and good wiſhes are not in vain. The Nawab Governor General is 
juſt and penetrating, he will afford ſome comfort, and take me by the hand. I am ſurpriſed that, 
notwithſtanding theſe circumſtances, of which you muſt have had daily intelligence, you ſhould 
have written, that ſeveral matters are not yet performed, and that for the futute my promiſes 
would not meet credit.

I received much happineſs froin your letter, informing me that I ſhould learn ſeveral matters 
from the letter of Rajah Gobind Raum, together with your Highneſs's deſire for an interview with 
Mr. Middleton and me, and the grief which you have experienced from our not coming to your 
Highneſs's palace, and that you had heard of dur departure, and ſeveral other affairs, which you 
had written to Rajah Gobind Naum after your 'arrival dt Fyzabad; all theſe particulars I was 
informed of, and of your receipt of ty laſt letter on the 25th. Mohurfem, dated 16th Mohurrem ; 
and that. an anſwer to it will reach me through Mr. Middleton. If nothing prevents my execut- 
ing my on deſites, ſhall come to your Highneſs's palace without your invitation, or the know- 
ledge of your deſires, and gire my folf much happineſs by the interview. / The ſole purport of my 
journey was to ſettle effectually your Highneſs's affairs, and to form tlie bundoboſt of your 
Highneſs's concerns; and it is my ddeſire that theſe things be ſettled with our mutual aſſiſtance, 
which, ſhould. nothing occur to poſtpone it, will be very beneficial ; bnt as in all worldly con- 
cerns ſeveral obſtructions are thtown in the road to oppoſe the execution of them, I remained 
ſome days in Benaris until a certitude whether this buſineſs will be ſettled in this manner or not;

troops, in the ſebundys of my country.  ReſpeRing theſe two articles, although I have no 
ower, yet as Major William Palmer repeatedly faid,, that this would be giving pleaſure to the 
Nawah meaning your Highneſs) being remedileſs, in obedience to your will. I wrote a letter to 
Major Palmer in the manner I agreed to it, from which you wilt become acquainted with it. 
They now ſay, that as important matters are in hand, for the expences of the Company's fircar 
] muſt give 60 lacks of rupees, by way of loan; that either muſt borrow it from the merchants, 
and from my relations, and take a bond, or give aſſignments on the country: After two years, 
when this matter ſhall have been ſettled, that money fhall he repaid. My country and property 
belong to your Highneſs. To the utmoſt of my life, I am not backward in the Company's 
affairs, and your Highnefs's pleaſure. By the bleſſing of God you are wiſe in the times; 
the full particulars of my country are not concealed from you: How fhall I make known 
my fitvation? From the time that theſe propoſitions have been made, all judgment has left 
my mind. After the death of the deceaſed Nawab, on account of the greatneſs of the ex- 
pences of the army of the ſircar of the Company, which was here, I ſupported myſelf in a man- 
ner that I cannot deſcribe. I never found reſource equal to the neceſſary expences : Every year, 
by taking from the miniſters, and felling the articles of my karkhanna, E with great dittreſs 
tranſacted the buſmeſs, hut | could not take care of my ants; ſo that ſome: of my brothers, 
from their difficulties, aroſe and departed, and the people of the Khord Mahanlt of the late Nawab, 
| who are all my mother's, from their diſtreſſes are reduced to poverty and involved ia difficulties. 
No man of rank is deficient in the care of his-dependants, in proportion to his ability. Notwith- 
ſanding the exiſtence of theſe diſtreſſes, I am thankful, and ready to ſatisfy yon; but never was 
the money of Tuncas for the brigades, &c. received without a balance from the jaidad/ of the 
Company; and yet the gentlemen, to the utmoſt of their abilities, were guilty of no neglect in 
taking aſſignments, and collecting the money. This year, that you from your goodneſs having 
diſcovered the ſtate of my diſtreſſes, recalled the brigade and battalious, and granted me an en- 
gagement that all matters ſhould be as in the time ot the deceaſed Nawab, I took from my mo- 
ther, and diſcharged the balances to the Company's ſmear, as they appeared from my bond. 
Many years are required to relieve me from the former diſtreſſas. I know that as you, — 
affection, had releaſed me from the weight of expences, I ſhould have ſome ſmall relief from the 
neceſſary expences. At this time theſe propoſitions are brought forward, my brother and com- 
panions, from the reſumption of the FRE are reduced to great affliftion and diſtreſs. From 
the Mahajens of this town, ſhould 1 requeſt the loan of one or two lacks of rupees, they cannot 
give it, hav ng no reſources. .

Accord- 
ingly, after my arrival in Calcutta, I informed the Council of this matter; but, on account of the 
events at his Majeſty's Court, the Council have determined that I ſhould write directions to 
Major Palmer to delay the diſpatch of that order, until all doubts from the adverſe events ſhould 
ſubſide, or be ſatisfactorily removed. I accordingly wrote to the Major, and he will have made

affairs at Lucknow, concluded between your Highneſs and myſelf, Accordingly, agreeable to 
my promiſe, I have declared my ſentiments to the Board, and have obtained from them, in every 
way, their acceptance and conſent, to the ſatisfaction of my own mind, which Mr. Macpherſon 

will inform you of himſelf; aad he will, with my office, take upon himſelf the direction of affairs 

agreeable to my plans; and to all my friends, particularly your Highneſs, he will ſhew ſuch 
kindneſs, regard, and friendſhip, that it will be ſaid I myſelf ſhall remain. The pain which I 

feel at ſeparation from you grouee to brothers, is not ſuch as to be expreſſed in words; therefore, 

on this ſubject, you muſt eſteem a few lines as a large volume, You will firmly aſſure 3 
that to my lateſt breath 1 ſhall remain impreſſed with the brotherly affection of your Highneſs, 
and will with heart and life be ardently buſy for the 3 of your affairs in Europe, and 1 
hope that you will continue to gladden me by your favouring letters and commands. |

I have received har letter, in which you write, that the gentlemen of council have written ti

that you ſhould therefore, if 1 give you permiſſion, write it in the accounts. I have learnt from 

Hyder Beg Khan that this matter was never mentioned to him by Mr. Middleton. God knows

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42. From the Vizier: Received 2 5th March 178. 


Your agreeable letter, full of friendſhip, informing me that ſince the departure of Mr 
Haſtings to Europe, and your acceſſion to the chair of Governor General, you are from your 
heart employed in preſerving the friendſhip and refreſhing the intimacy between the Company 
and me, which from the beginning has been ſtrong, and in promoting my intereſts and advan- 
tages; that on account of the wars between the Company and the neighbouring Powers, the 
Company has been put to heavy expences, that it is therefore abſolutely neceſſary for retrench- 
ments to be made in your own as well as every other department; that Mr. Haſtings till the 
day of his departure was attentive to this matter, and that you from the beginning of your 
Government are, in conjunction with the Council, engaged in this object; accordingly many 
battalions in the Company's ſervice, which are uſeleſs, have been diſbanded, and among them 
the body guard, which is now attending upon the Prince. That I ſhould diſcover the Prince's 
wiſhes, and if he ſhould be deſirous to keep them for a little while, they may, agreeably to his 
commands, be continued, but that an European officer is unneceſſary.— That whilſt attending 
to reduCtions in the Company's expence, you turn your eye alſo to the diminutions of m 
expences, and that it is on this ſubject adviſeable for me not to give gratuities to Company's 
ſervants without recording them in the Company's accounts; that if I ſhould ever wiſh to be 
generous to any gentlemen ſtationed in my country, I ought firſt to acquaint you of it, and you 
having conſulted the Council on the matter, will write to me, and 1 ſhould act accordingly ; 
that by the ſettlement of this rule great ſavings will be made in my Government, and you will 
be relieved from many applications of the gentlemen, who are always requeſting leave to reſide 
in my country, and the Company will be pleaſed at it; that every regulation of retrenchment is 
an additional ſtrength to the friendſhip which has ſo long ſubſiſted between. the Company, the 
deceaſed Nawaub, and myſelf; that the promiſe which you gave to me to preſerve the agreement 
for a ſettlement of five years for my country, which was made by Mr. Haſtings, you . 
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umſdaine and Gilpin, with Engliſh battalions, had been ſtationed during the 
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deviate from; arrived, and made me happy by every part of its contents. — Before this the 
Jetter which you wrote to comfort me, and ſet my mind at reft, I anſwered with expreſſions of 
friendſhip, which you will have received.—I hope, from your favour and affection, that to the 
end of my life this connection and intimacy between me and the Company, and this plan of 
management for my country, may remain firm ani ſtedfaſt.I am from my heart and foul 
employed in ring for the confirmation of this mutual ſriendſhip.— What you have written 
with the pen of ſincere affection, that whilſt attending to the retrenchments of the Company's 
expences, you attend alſo to the ſavings of my Government; from this I have received the 
greateſt /pleaſure and eãſe of mina. | 11 | 


Nr. Haſtings was alſo deſirous of eſſecting this; for, at the time of his departure to Calcutta, 
he tald me, on the ſubject of reducing theſe large expences, that when he mould be arrived 
there he d conſult with the Council, and write to me. At this time, that you are in his 
room, ſente on the throne af Government, and have written this, I am convinced that the 
zattlemeut of all my concerns will be properly made. My diſtreſſes moſt be well known to you, 
chat, for the payment of the debt to the Company, 1 have incurred debts to the bankers; and 


that knqwing the diſcharge of the Company's money to be my moſt neceſſary duty, I am from 


my heart emplored in it. By the bleſſing af Ged, this will be properly adjuſted, and a mutual 
friendſhip and affection will be daily increaſed. Agreeably to Le orders, I have repreſented 
the matter to the Prince, who told me, that his pleaſure was, for this battalion to remain at his 
preſence on the part of the Company, as formerly, I underſtand from Major Palmer, that 
orders are received from you for the diſmiſſion of the battalion; and. that although, from my 
diftreſſes.and my payments to the Company's debts, I have no reſources for ke:ping more troops, 
yet I canfidered, chat if this battalion ſhould be diſbanded, the Prince would be highly diſpleaſed, 
and.

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67. From Almaſt Ally Khan: Receievd 19h of April 1785. 


Your letter, full of favour, written to eaſe my mind, honoured and comforted me by its arr» 
wal. You write that you had learnt that I had taken ſome alarm, and was ſending my fatnily 
away from Lucknow. As no idea of this ever came, or ever could come into my mind, IK am 
aſtoniſhed and confounded at theſe falſe accuſers, who, without . reaſon, repreſent to you ſuck 
untrue intelligence, which has not the ſmalleſt foundation. That your Excellency from your 
favour ſhould have written thus fully, upon the reports from hence, I aſcribe entirely to your 
benevolence; and I derive therefrom the greateſt comfort and reliance, that through your kind= 
eſs the truth and falſity of this circumſtance will be aſcertained, May the Almighty, in re- 
turn for all this benificence, ſpread his ſhadow oyer you! I firmly. hope from your juſtice, that 
from your favour, the perſon who repreſented to you this intelligence may be compelled to prove 
it; that if there be the ſmalleſt foundation for the idea of it, he may aſcertain it, or if otherwiſe, 
you may act as your benevolence {hall diQate, ſo that in future he may never repreſent again 
uch falſe news, By the bleffing of God Major Palmer, who reſides here, knows evety thing, 
good or bad, and is the maſter: Whatever I might ſay further would be ſuperfluous, I, the flave 
of his Highneſs, will nottotheend of my life, think of any other place beſides this. It will have 
been repreſented to you alſo how ſtedfaſtly, from my heart and foul, I maintain my duty and 
attachment to the Government of his Highneſs, of the Company, which are the ſame. I 1 
am firmly convinced, that, during my whole life, no deviation or deficiency will ever be found 
in my obedience, attachment, and labours for the fircar of his Highneſe, and of the Company, 
which are the ſame. The reſt you will learn from the letters of Major Palmer. From your 
commands of beneyolence I have received the completeſt confirmation and comfort, both 
outwardly and inwardly, and I have no thoughts except thoſe of ſlavery and obedience to Govern- 
ment. Accordingly I am and night employed with the greateſt exertions of attachment in 
the concerns of the ſircar. I hope, from your favours, that I may be always honoured by the 
diſpatch of kind letters, from which alone I can expect dignity, comfort and advantage.

I am from my heart ſatisfied with the good qualities and excellencies of my friend Buckſhe 
Wombwell, in the appointment of Paymamaſter to the Company's troops ſtationed near me; and 
all my Miniſters and bankers are fatified with the ſaid Gentleman. He is going for an interview 
with you; and I hope, from the greatneſs of your favour, that you will ſoon ſend him back here;

Whatever you ſaid to Rajah Gobind Ram upon every point, the ſaid Rajah has fully written 
it to me. My friend, from the beginning of the friendſhip between the noble Chiefs of the 
Company, and the exalted gentlemen of Council, and my deceaſed father and myſelf, no defi- 
ciency ever appeared; and = the death of my deceaſed Aber I have conſtantly remained, and 
ſtill remain employed from my heart and ſoul in preſerving this friendſhip more than formerly,

After his departure you, from your kindneſs, were favourable to my concerns, and preſerved 


the plan and agreement which had been ſettled between him and myſelf, and with the greateſt 


friendſhip you wrote to me the completeſt confirmation ; and Major Palmer, in obedience to 
your orders, gave repeated conſolation to me and my Miniſters, , I am covinced that the good 
Hituation of my concerns will be increaſed by your favour. Conformably to the agreement to 
pay. the Company's money, which was ſettled between me and the late Governor Ceneral, 
my Miniſters have to this time paid the kifts, and no deviation has happened; you may learn 
this from Mr. Wombwell. And I, conſidering the diſcharge of the Company's debt to be the 
moſt neceſſary of alt affairs, paid it from the receipts of the country and the loans of the bankers; 
and I apply myſelf to nothing but the diſcharge of the Company's debt and the preſervation of 
our friendfhip. You told Rajah Gobind Ram that to this time the money had not been regu- 
Jarty paid, according to the agreement which had fixed kiſts for the Company's money: This 
order aſtonſhes and confounds me, becauſe from laſt year to this time, whatever agreement had 
been made for the payment of the Cempany's money, m Minifters have paid conformably to 
the kiſts, and are in future ready to pay, by the bleffing of God, acccording to the — 
of payment; but your favour and countenance is requifite, This order mult certainly have been 
cauſed ſolely hy the repreſentations of intereſted perſons; and 1 from this am much affficted, 
that notwithſtanding the regular payment of the money according to the Kiſts, you ſhould give 
ſuch an order upon the reprefentations of intereſted perfons, otherwiſe fach orders could not have 
proceeded from your exalted mind, becauſe many days have not elapſed ſince you, in writing, 
gave me confidence on every point: and whilſt the money were regularly paid, you wond not 
give ſuch orders: At any rate, I hope from your favour the obfervance of this rule, never to 
liſten to the repreſentations of intereſted perfons, becauſe in ſuch cafes the affairs are difgraced, ” 
and the Bankers and Miniſters are diſpirited. With reſpect to the brigade at Futtyghur, you fay 
that you had, agreeably to my requeſt, ſent orders for it to march to Behurghurra; but to this 
time Hyder Beg Khan has not advanced the money for their expences. My friend, my requeſt, 


whatever it be, is known to you. In all concerns there is one word upon which J rely, that 


whatever agreement was made between me and Mr. Haſtings, and the plan which was ſettled, © 
and you have repeatedly written that you have approved of and preſerved that engagement and 
plan, in that engagement; ont of confideration to my diſtreffes, whatever is promiſed 'with 
reſpect to the removal of that brigade is well known to you; and you alfo have written to Major 
Palmer, who has given me confidence that you, from your kindneſs for my relief, do not ap- 
prove of keeping an increaſed army in this country; but that now, until the doubts from the welt 
are removed, the Futtyghur brigade” muft remain. I alfo, who defire only your ſatisfaction, 
approved of this advice, becauſe, as the reduction of my expences, and the relief of my concerns, 
is your wiſh, it will be done at a proper opportunity. When your letter for the Futtyghur 
brigade to remain a little time longer here was received by Major Palmer, and the Major, agree- 
ably to your orders, told me, that this year, beſides one crore and five lacks of rupees, which 
had been engaged for the payment of the Company's money, no more would be demanded ;; was 
entirely ſet at eaſe by your kindneſs. Lou now order, that I ſhould make advances for the ex- 
pences of the brigade.. My ſituation is not hidden from you; why ſhould I for ever trouble 
you, that this year I pay from the receipts of the country, and the loans of the bankers, for 
the diſcharge of the Company's money, what has been engaged. Do yeu yourſelf order, from 
your favour and kindneſs, whatever may be adviſeable towards the relief of my concerns. The 
affairs of my country and property, and of the Company's Government, through friendſhip are 
the ſame. Such matters depend upon your kindneſs, You will learn full particulars from the 
letters of Major Palmer. With reſpect to the expences of the gentlemen who are here, I have 
before written in a covered manner; Inow write plainly, that I have no ability to give money 
to the gentlemen, becauſe I am indebted many lacks of rupees to the Bankers for the payment of 
the Company's debt, At the time of Mr; Haſtings's departure I repreſented to him, that I had 
no refources for the expences of the gentlemen. . Mr. Haſtings having aſcertained my diſtreſſed 
ſituation, told me, that after his arrival in Calcutta he would conſult with the Council, and re- 
move from hence the expences of the gentlemen, and recall every perſon except the gentlemen in 
office here. At this time that all the concerns are dependent upon you, and you have in x 
point given eaſe to my mind, according to Mr. Haſtings's agreement, I hope that the expences © 
the gentlemen may be removed from me, and that you may recall every perſon reſiding here 
beyond the gentlemen in office. Although Major Palmer does not at this time demand any. 
tlung for the gentlemen, and I have no ability to give them any thing, yet the cuſtom of þ. 4

Eng iſh gentlemen is, when they remain here they will in the end aſk, for. ſomething, This is. 
beſt, that they ſhould he recalled; Mr, Haſtings wrote to me for the abolition of Captain Frith's 
batallion. At that time the diſturbances of the Seiks exiſted in the neighbourhood of Berelly, and 
my army was ſtationed. on the gauts of the river, at. thoſe places, which at this ſeaſon are always 
fordable, This year many other gauts were ages ay and the Seiks croſſed over to under, which 
is their cuſtom, My army, which is already there, came upon them, , and. puniſhed them, and 
they, finding no ſtrength to remain, crofled, back. again, and returned; but it, became neceſſary 
to guard all ghauts, and I therefore ſtationed for the defence of the Berelly ghuats, my old bat- 
talions, which were fixed at Kherrabad, the other Mahuls; and I ſent, the battalions. of 
Captain Frith, which were newly raiſed tor the ſettlement of the Mahuls of Kherrabad, &c. 
"Thoſe battalions. went under the command of a commandant belonging to me, and no Engliſh 
gentlemen went there. In theſe 4 battalions, according to the rule; of all my battalions, . 5 
are three thouſand men, and the expence of them including the artillery, is 25,000 rupees. in each 
month. For alittle; time I thought. this expence adviſeable, for. the execution of two important 
objects, the tettlement of the country, and the expulſion. of the Seiks, which by the bleſſing of 
God have both been effected, I have no determined to diſband them after ſatisfying them; but 
I conſider it proper to guard the ghauts until Chyte; till when the fords continue; after that, 
when the river is full, ſo large an army will not he wanted at the ghauts. In this caſe I re- 
queſt your advice, that as the army is on a reduce and ſaving eftabliſhment, if you chuſe I will 
keep the battalions until Chyte; or if you order, 1 will diſmiſs; them immediately. Captain 
Frith will have no concern in the battalions, commandants belonging to me will command them. 
With reſpe& to Lieutenant Polhill's battalion, which with other gentlemen, is in attendance on the 
Prince, you ordered me to learn his Royal Highneſs's wifh,” and if he ſhould be deſirous to keep 
them, they might remain a little time with him. Upon learning his defire, I, conformably to 
your inſtructions, have conſented to retain the battalion a little time, but I did not ſpeak about re- 
taining Lieutenant Polhill, and the other gentlemen, nor does he continue with me in this com- 
mand; I merely. wrote to you in obedience to his Royal Highneſs's deſire, requeſting that Lieu- 
- tenant Polhill alone might remain; the approbation and refufal of which, depend entirely upon 
our pleaſure; I have no ability to maintain the battalion with the gentlemen :. I deſite nothing 
t your ſatisfaction, and hope that ſuch orders as relate to the friendſhip between the company 
and me, and as may be your pleaſure, may be written in your on private letters to me, through 
Major Palmer, or in ycur letters to the Major, that he may, in obedience to your orders, pro- 
perly explain them to me, and whatever may be ſettled, he may firft in ſecret inform you of it, 
and afterwards I may write to you, having Tearnt your pleafure: In this way the ſecrets will be 
known to your —_ alone, wel the advice upon all the concerns will be given in a proper man- 
ner For further ſecurity, I trouble you again with my requeſt, that you will not liſten to the 
repreſentations of intareſled erſons with reſpect to my concerns; for in this caſe, my affairs are 
diſgraced, and the bankers, Fenn whom I have borrowed many lacks towards paying the kiſts 
to the company, are alarmed.—] labour from my heart and foul to preſerve your ſatisfaction, 
and you from your Kindnefs are inclined to maintain the plan and agreement which has taken 
place; therefore to give entrance to intereſted perſons, is Jaying the bafis of diſagreement. I hope 
from your favour that in the concerns between me and you, no intereſted perſon may be admitted 
to hear the ſecrets between the company and myſelf, and your orders.

At this time I learn that Mahajee Sindia, in oppaſition to his engagements, has given birth to 

"troubles, hy cauſing a letter to be written to you from the prelence of his Majeſty, and by writin 

_ *himſelfthat you. ſhould fend the yearly tribute from the Company's fircar. I am ſtedfaſt in m 
alliance with the Engliſh Gentlemen, and in the Company's affairs; and whatever circumſtagce 
from any quarter may. injure the concerns of the Company's government, Iam ready with my life 
to join in the ſettling of it. Mahajee Sinda, conformably to the nature of his tribe (for the Ma- 
ratta Nation is inimicable to the throne, and to all the inhabitants of Hindoſtan, and has always 
been the cauſe of ſuch troubles, and by the bleſſing of God has been brought to digrace) is now 
Producing this buſineſs. On the part of the Company, of you, and of myſelf, in no inſtance has 
any deviation happened in the engagement with him : Mahajee Sindia has of his own accord choſen 
breach of treaty.—T have not coolneſs enough that Mahajee Sindia ſhould write in ſuch a manner 
to you, and that I ſhould fit ſilent. I have determined, that, with the two brigades of the Com- 
pany's troops which are here, and with my own army; I ſhould march from hence, and go N at- 
tendance

tendance on the Prince to his Majeſty's preſence, and bring to an explanation the petſon who WN 
<onceive ſuch ideas towards the Company. By the blefling of God I will in ſuch a manner plan the 
punifhment of this buſineſs, that Mahajee Smdia may learn that he has written too much. Ia 
concerns of government, further conſideration and ſilence are not right ; great delays have already 
paſſed, rhat Hee Sindia, finding his opportunity, has conceived ſo much pride as to ſend ſuch 
letters. Write to me permiſſion for this buſineſs, that I may march with the Prince and Major 
Palmer, and, taking with me the two brigades and my own army, may go to the Royal Preſence, 
and, by the blefling of God, puniſh the pride of Mahajee Sindia, and ſhew no deficiency on my 
own part in obedience and ſervice to his Majeſty. When his Majeſty ſhall have the ſole power in 
the concerns of royalty, he will be entirely ſatisfied with you and me. From the fear of his ene- 
mies, being without authority, ke iſſues theſe orders. In this fituation I have thought adviſable the 
- Journey of the Prince to the Royal Preſence, that I ſhould go in attegdance upon him with all the 
forces, becauſe it was formerly his Majeſty's will that the Prince ſhould go back with the army at 
The time when Afrafiab Khan was alive, and Madho Row Bahader had not yet been introduced. 
Accordingly, from the Shookas addreſſed to me and to Mr. Haſtings, you will have learnt it, and 
it is now coufirmed by the contents of a late newſpaper. In this buſineſs alſo his Majeſty will be 
pleaſed, the whole country relieved, and the concerns of the * fo Government and of mine, 
which are every way the ſame, will be benifited, The particulars of my fincere and friendly de- 
fire from my heart and ſoul for the Company's concerns, in conjunction with you, and other cir- 
cumſtances, will be fully learat from the letter of Major Palmer, xs

T have the pleaſure to acknowledge the receipt of your two letters, containing requeſts that you 
may be relieved as much as poſſible from expence for the gentlemen ſtationed at Lucknow, This 
is a matter full of important benefits, and I have attended to your wiſhes therein. Accordingly _ 
ſome arrangements have been already reſolved on, the particulars of which will be communicated

You write that you have received orders from the Council, that 13,61,055 rupees, 7 annas, 
6'pice, were to be paid in Mr. Briſtow's/time to Gopaul Doſs Sahoo; and at that time the batta 
between 16 Sun Fyzabads, and Lucknow ſiccas was faxed at 5 rupees 9 annas and 3 pice per 
cent, to alter which, Governor General Mr. Haſtings came hither and aboliſhed the 89 batta. 
That this money is now pay ing to Gopaul Doſs Sahoo, and the ſum of 71,910 rupees 12 annas 
and 7 pice, is by calculation made the batta of 13,601,055 rupees 7 ;annas and fix pice; that if I 
ſhould conſent you muſt write it in my accounts. In the money of the Company which I have 
paid, and am to pay whilſt the 16 Sun Fyzabads were by aſſay worſe than every ſpecies, the 
batta of them from the difference of aſſay was paid to the Company through the Gentlemen who 
were here, at the rate of 5 rupees 9 annas and 3 pice, from the time that rupees were rectified in 
the mint of Lucknow according to the ſicca affay of 16 ſun Fyzabads. And the Governor 
General, Mr. Haſtings, coming here, found the aſſay of the Lucknow ficca,, which had then 
been rectified, to be according to the 16 ſun Fyzabads; he gave orders for the ſaid money to be 
taken the ſame as 16 ſun Fyzabads. I now pay the Company's money according to the ſicca of 
16 ſun Fy zabads, and I have formerly paid to the Company the batta of the interior ſpecies; in 
this caſe the batta of the aſſay does not fall upon me that I ſhould pay another batta; by the true 
accounts it does not belong to me, becauſe I have paid, and ſtill pay, the Company's money ac-

3. The tranſactions of the Bengal Government, during the time I have been a member of it, 
Have been extremely intereſting ; the period has been marked with extraordinary events, which 
at the time engaged the attention not only of the Company, but of the nation, and of Europe at 
large, —Parltament were inveſtigating the conduct of the Bengal Government during the period [ 
have alluded tog and no queſtion ought now to be better underſtood in England, than the merits 
or demerits of the Members of the Supreme Council of India, during their public ſervice in the 
years 1781, 82, $3, 84, and 885. 5 


4. In regard to my conduct, while in the chief management of the affairs of this country, you 
could not till now be ſufficiently informed. I venture to anticipate your final and ſincere appro- 
bation ; and I am willing to believe that His Majeſty and the Nation, will not be indifferent to 
the exertions of an individual, who amidſt public difficulties, felt that he acted in a great ſitvation 

for his country; and whoeſteems it his beſt fortune, that he can transfer the government of theſe 
provinces, in improved proſperity to his illuſtrious ſucceſſor, 


5. The condition jn which Earl Cornwallis will receive the government of India, is creditable 
to the Company, and cannot be but ſarisfatory to the nation. The native inhabitants of this 
kinzdom, are I believe, the happieſt and beſt protected ſubj ects in India; our native allies and 
tributaries are ſatisfied, and confide in our protection; the country powers are emulouſly aſpiring 
to the friendſhip of the Engliſh; and from the King of Tidore, towards New Guinea, to Timur 
Shaw, on the banks of the 41 there is not a ſtate that has not lately given us proofs of confi- 
dence and reſpect. The difficulties which aroſe on the ſubject of the late treaty of peace with 
France, have terminated in a convention neceſſary for the immediate tranquility, and fortunate 
for the future repoſe of India. The returning 1 of laſt ſeaſon will have carried to your 
valuable cargoes, with few extra demands upon your credit; the ſhips of this ſeaſou will do the 
ſame; and your credit in India ſtands at preſent ſo high, that there are few ſubſcriptions to the 
bills, into which you permitted your debts (to the amount of fax crores) to be exchanged. The 
diſcount upon your bond debts is ſtill heavy; but notwithſtanding the aggregate maſs of all you 
debts, ſuch is the confidence of your creditors in the regulations adopted for the Bengal treaſury, 
that the certificates of an old date bear little diſcount, and thoſe newly iſſued but q percent. Vet 
theſe certificates are in no ſhape ſet off as before, againſt receipts of revenue: Nothing is admitted 
at your treaſury as revenue, but ſpecie, in which now your armies are regularly paid up to the 
month. The reduCtions effected in the eſtabliſhed expences of Bengal are not ſo important as the 
checks eſtabliſhed againſt future expence: In both you poſſeſs the beſt proofs of integrity of 
your adminiſtration. . - | | F 


6. The meaſures put in operation for inveſtigating and realizing the landed revenue; for ex- 
tending” the amount, and regulating the prices, of your inveſtment; and for providing and im- 
proving a healthy poſition for your. ſhips in the Ganges, are objects of internal regulation; yet 
they form but the part of a general ſyſtem ; which has embraced all your preſidencies as one 
government, and which aimed at rendering that government permanent on the ſpot ; fortunate for 


the nations under its authority, aud a firm ſupport to the intereſt of Great Britain, in every part 


7. If the ſyſtem to which I have alluded has been ſucceſsfully applied to the conduct of your 
affairs in their various branches, a delineation of it, and of meaſures as they ſucceeded, under 
its influence, would be a work of the firſt utility to the Company. It would then appear how far 
ſyſtematical deſign and arrangement were conducive to your proſperity, or whether accident has 
had the principal effect in the event. 

8. Anxious as J muſt ever be for the Company's welfare, I conſider it my duty to fix their at- 
tention to this very important queſtion; and ſhould it appear that the meaſures which ſerved to ex- 
tricale them from diſtreſs were early announced to them, and ſteadily perſeyered in, till on 11

'baſis of a general plan, their enemies were reduced or appeaſed, their reſources improved, their

9. If you will look back to the general poſition of your affairs in Augoſt 4781, in the Car- 
natic, the Weſt of India, and in Bengal, you will fee an accumulation of diſaſter, and the molt 
extraordinary reverſe of proſperity. That untoward poſition of affairs in the eaſt was in alarming 
coincidence with the ſtate of affairs in the Welt : America was finally loſt ; yet the enormous 
wealth which poured in from our miſmanagements in India reſiſted the firſt effects of that event. 
The money acquired in“ the progreſs of our conqueſts in the Maratta country, the ſurplus rev- 
-enue of India from 1778, and the aggregate amount of the Company's preſent debts at home and 
abroad, formed an immenſe fund of private property; it poured upon the nation in gold, in jewels, 
in filver, in bills, and in cargoes of Britiſh and foreign Indiamen ; it formed a recruit for the 
public lock, which, amidſt wiſe regulations, after the cloſe of a moſt expenſive war, and the loſs 
of Thirteen Provinces, raiſed the public funds to their former ſtandard, and maintained Great 
Lritain in her former power among nations. eiten i 9995 | 


10. Had India been loſt, the ſcene would have been reverſed; the capital of the Company 
debts, and of thoſe due hy her allies and dependants, would haye vaniſhed like a dream; aud re- 
turning cargoes, and the gold and jewels in the hands of Britiſh individuals, would have become 
the property of our enemies; and a landed revenue, nearly equal to the unappropriated income 
of Great Britain, would have left us with only the remembrance of paſt poſſeſſion. 


11. To examine by the ſtandard of common miſcondu@ any ertors of thoſe who prevented 
ſuch a diſaſter,” and ſaved ſuch a ſtake for the empire, is not the moſt liberal conſtruction of 
juſtice, nor is it altogether worthy of a great nation. There cannot be a queſtion but the ſal- 
vation of India may be clearly traced to the effects of a general ſyſtem, in which the following 
conſiderations ſtrike with particular credit and efficacy.

12. The prompt and efficient public zeal of Mr. Haſtings, in ſending Sir Eyre Coote, with 
the proper foree and reſource, at the moment of danger, to the Carnatic ; the unexampled 
perſeverance and gallantry of that General, who. expired in a laſt great effort for his country;

which has lately been compoſed and fubmitted to us by Mr. James Grant, junior, one of your 
covenanted ſervants on this eſtabliſhment, conſiſting of an hiſtorical and comparative analyſts of 
the finances of Bengal, from the Mogul conqueſt to the preſent time, In this treatiſe it will ap- 
pear that Mr. Grant's ſentiments in reſpect to the legal and conſtitutional rights of the Zemindars 
nearly agree with thoſe which we have above ſubmitted to your conſideration from the late Com- 


mittee of Revenue; but the direct object, and moſt intereſting part of the work, relates to the 


important branch of your revenues, and to the defalcations they have ſuffered, and the confuſion 
into which they were thrown, about the date of your acquiſition of the Dewanny, from which 


it is the deſign of Mr. Grant's reſearches to diſcover and point out the beſt means to retrieve 


them; and by reſtoring, and reverting as nearly as poſſible to the ancient ſimplicity and regula- 
rity of the former financial ſyſtem of this country, to provide equally, and by the operation of 
the ſame general rules, for the ſecurity of the rights of Government and thoſe of the ſubject, 
Such being the magnitude and importance of the object held out by Mr. Grant's treatiſe, and 
the data which he adduces in ſupport of his poſitions carrying with them at leaſt a ſtrong appear- 
ance of theoretical truth, which is all that can be expected from the preſent ſtage of ils. en- 
quiry, we think we ſhould not have diſcharged our duty to you and the public, had we. not de- 
termined to afford to that gentleman every proper ſcope to bring his ſubject into practical expla- 
nation; and we have accordingly veſted him with adequate, and at the ſame time moderate pow- 
ers for this purpoſe, by appointing him, under the Board of Revenue, and occaſional review of 
our own immediate department, to the office of Seriſhtadar, or General Supzriatendant of the 
native Revenue Accounts, and keeper of all rules, forms, and ordinances, in the native adminiſ- 


tration and collection of the revenues; in which ſtation it will be a principal branch of his duty 


to proceed gradually to.enquire after, and to endeavour to reſtore, the ancient proportional ac- 
counts of the ſeveral diſtrifts, and to aſcertain and fix as far as poſſible their ancient limits, as 


well as to re-eſtabliſh the officers of the Canongoe's department upon their ancient footing, ſo as 


to render them altogether independent of the Zemindars, and thereby gradually to diſcover all 
that may be practicable of ancient regularity, and to prevent greater confuſion in time to come. 
"Theſe are ſome of the principal objects, and an iinperfect ſketch of the outline of the ofhice, we 
have thus inſtituted, of Seriſhtadar; but for your more minute information we muſt beg leave to 
refer you to the treatiſe compoſed by Mr. Grant, which will he tranſmitted to you from the Se- 
cret Department, as well to the Governor General's minute thereon, recorded in our conſulta- 
tion of the 4th of laſt month, together with our ſubſequent inſtructions on the ſubje to the 
Board of Revenue; of both which laſt-mentioned papers copies are fent numbers in the 
packet, | | ay | | r 


4. You have been heretofore regularly informed of the inſtitotion of two offices, one in the 


Province of Bengal, and another in that of Bahar, for enquiring into the many undue alienations 


of revenue lands, which have, ſince the period of the acquiſition of the Dewanny, been clan- 
deſtinely conveyed away by Zemindars, and other native officers of the collections, to the great 
prejudice of Government. That for the Province of Bahar has been lately brought to a termina- 


tion, in the manner which you will find ſpecified in our correſpondence with the late Committee of 


Revenve recorded in the conſultation marked in the margin; but as we have not yet had before us 
the complete report which we have recently called for, of the progrefs and reſult of this part of 
the inveſtigation, we cannot enter further into this branch of the ſubject by the preſent opportu- 
nity, except to obſerve, that one effect which the operation of that inveſtigation had in common, 


it not perhaps to a greater degree than that in Bengal], was the diſturbance'it created to, and jea- 


louſies it unavoidably raiſed in, the minds of all that very numerous claſs of the inhabitants, 


whoſe tenures were the objects of its inquiſition; to which may be added, the evil conſequences 
which were occaſioned by keeping up a divided authority in the mofuſſil or interior diſtricts, With 


a view, theiefore, to obviate thele conſequences, as far as was conſiſtent with a due proſecution of 
your rights, as well as to the more effectual and ſpeedy inveſtigation of this branch of your re- 
ſonrces, we have inſtructed the Board of Revenue to direct the collectors, in their ſeveral Aaricts 


to take charge of this department, in common with the revenue lands under their immediate ſu-

6. In our laſt diſpatch from the public department, under date the-3d of July laſt, you were 
duly informed of the abolition of the Committee, and conſequent inſtitution of the new Board 
of Reven e; and we now beg leave to refer you to the conſultation marked in the margin for the 
few gen-ral regulations which we have prepared and furniſhed them with, to ſerve as a conſtitu- 
tion to their Board; on which we ſhall only here further obſerve, that the rules therein preſcribed 
for their guidance, are drawn principally from thoſe eſtabliſhed at the inſtitution of the late Com- 
mittee of Revenue in February 1781, with ſuch alterations only as your orders of the 21ſt of 
September 1785, appeared to render noceſſar yx. , 


7, We feel great ſatisfaction in being able to tranſmit to you a number in the packet, the copy 
of a letter addrefled to us from. the office of the Accomptant General to the Revenue Depart- 
ment, conveying two ſtatements (copies of which are alſo tranſmitted) of the reductions we 
bave been able to make in the charges of that department; from which you will obſerve the 
manner in which they have been ultimately reduced within the ſum of 72,00,000 of rupees, to 
which your order of the 11th of April 1785 had limited them, The accounts above referred to, 
being in themſelves ſufficiently explanatory, we thall only obſerve, that you may rely on cur ut- 


moſt attention to keep this eſtabliſhment in time to come within the bounds to which you have 
confined it. 


8. The Board of Revenue having juſt furniſhed ys with a general ſtate of the ſettlement, re- 
ceipts, and balances, of the revenues of Bengal and Bahar, for the Bengal year 1192, ending in 
April laſt, we have the honour of tranſmitting a. copy of it a number in the packet, together 
with a copy of the Board of Revenue's addreſs to us on this occaſion, and of the ſeveral accom- 
. panying explanations of the ultimate balance; which we are happy to obſerve to be compara- 
tively ſo very inconſiderable, amounting, on the whole, to only rupees 8, 80, 269. 11. 92, of 
which the Board deem nearly 6 lacks to be ſtill recoverable; fo that we have reaſon to believe 
that the collections in general for the "laſt Bengal year 1192, or 1785-6, have been very ſuc- 
ceſsfully realized, as will be ſufficiently evident from a compariſon of the accounts of this and 


former years, ſince the date of your ſervants having aſſumed the immediate agency of the De- 


wanny ; and, we have the more ſatisfaction in making this remark, from the opinion we entertain 
that ſo near a completion of the collection of the annual rental has not been the effect of an 
ſtrain on the country at Jarge, or on any part thereof; which is, we are convinced, well enough 
able to bear its preſent aſſeſſment, provided due care be taken to prevent all oppreſſions from indi- 
vidua's; and, if our preſent views ſucceed, in reſpect to the advantages expected to be derived 
from the inſtitution of the office of Sheriſtadar, and the propoſed general enquiry into the Bazee 
Leemeen or alienated lands, your Government in this country may have the happineſs of in- 
creating perhaps conſiderably further your territorial reſources, without injury to the inhabi- 
tants from whom they are derived. | 


9. The Governor General having, on the 18th of May laſt, laid before us an addreſs to him 
from Mr. Francis Gladwin, accompanied by a book of that gentleman's-compilation, intituled, 
An Epitome of Mahammedan Law,” which we believe way prove of great utility to the 
Judges of the Adawluts as well as to the collectors; We therefore very readily acquieſced in the 
Governor General's recommendation, that Mr. Gladwin ſhould receive our thanks Þr the trouble 
which the compoſition of this work muſt neceſſarily have coſt him, as well as that one hundred

Committee of the Honourable Court of Directors: The rough draſt of this letter, in the hand 
writing of Major Palmer, is now in my poſſeſſion. Soon after his arrival at the Preſidency, he 
Tequeſted me to form the account of his receipts and diſburſements, which you will find 
journalized in the 280th, & c. and 307th pages of the Honourable Company's General Books of 
the year 1781-2, My official ſituation, as Accountant-General, had previouſly convinced me, 
that Mr. Haſtings could not have made the iſſues, which were acknowledged as received from 
him, by the accounts of ſome of the paymaiters to the army, unleſs he had obtained ſame ſuch 

ſupply as that which he afterwards, viz, on the 22d May 1782. made known to me; when I 
immediately ſuggeſted to him the neceſſity of his tranſmitting that account which accompanied 
his letter of that date; till when, the promiſe contained in his letter of 2oth January had 
entirely eſcaped his recollection.— Ihe particulars of the paper No. 1 were read over to me, from 
a Bengal paper, by his Banyan Cauntoo Baboo; and, if 1 am net miſtaken, the three firſt lines 
of that No. 2, were read over to me, from a Perfian paper, by his Moonſhy. The tranfl.tion 
of theſe particulars, made by me, was, ag I veriſy believe, the ficſt complete memorandum that

17. The dates on which this payment was made to Mr. Haſtings, as well as thoſe made 
in part of the produce of the preſents enumerated in the paper No. 2, are ſtated the ſame in the 
280th and 281ſt pages of the Honourable Company's General Journal of 1781-2, as they are 
brought to account in Mr. Haſtings's private books; but as neither of the other ſums paſſed 
throagh his hands, theſe contained no ſuch ſpecification, and conſequently could not enable him 
to afford the information with which he has requeſted me to furniſh you; aad it is more than 
probable, that if the affidavit which I took on the 16th December 1782, had not expoſed my 
character to the ſuſpicion of my being capable of committing one of the baſeſt treſpaſſes up- 
on the confidence of mankind, I ſhould, at this diſtance of time, have been equally unable to 
have complied with his requeſt; but after I became acquainted with the inſinuation A ed in

ſmaller force too great for its ability, or means of conducting it; and the ſame cauſes which have 


«exiſted, in the natural order of things are likely to produce the fame effects, and to require the 


lame proviſion for them hereafter; nor will the Preſidency of Bombay want arguments to aſſert 
the ſame pretenſion, on the principal of apportioning the number of troops on its eſtabliſhment 
to the importance of its ſituation for carrying on war againſt the common foe. In effect, ſuch 
ai guments have been urged by the Preſident and Select Committee of Bombay, even to your Ho- 
noutable Court if I am not miſtaken in my recollection of a letter written by that Committee tg 
the Governor General and Council of Bengal, dated the 28th of January 1984; and their object 
was to prove that Bombay ſhould be the capital Government, the greateſt portion ot the Company's 
military ſtrength ſtationed there, for the purpoſe of ICY its ſyſtem of policy, and pro- 
"viding againſt future wars, and the revenues remitted thither for its maintenance. 
In like manner, were you to require my opinion upon the preference which ſhould wa i'm 
to either of the three Preſidencies for the eltabliſhment of the firſt military flation, I ſhouldre- 
* commend Bengal, not becauſe it lies moſt convenient to annoy the common enemy, Whatever 
may be implied by chat term, for I know no enemy that the Company has, or likely to have, un- 
leis they provoke one, but becauſe it is the only one of the Company's poſſeſſions that are worth 
either the charge or hazard of its defence. Yet if the principal of arming a barren incumbrance 
with an expenſive proviſion againſt eventual wars were admiſſible in favour of either of the tw: 
Preſidencies, Pombay would certainly merit the preference, from its contiguity to the mari- 


time poſts of the dreaded enemy of the Cai natic, which are not only for that reaſon the moſt 


acceſſible, but the moſt capable, if they ſhould fall into our hands, of facilitating the attack of 
his interior poſſeſſions. 4 e ert en M e 
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My opinion upon this queſtion is ſhort, and will require little proof to ſupport it—If your in · 


tereſts in Bombay and Madras cannot be maintained without ſuch expenſive modes of defence, 
or if you general intereſts muſt ſuffer by the want of them, I heſitate not to pronounce that you 
hazard by far too much in keeping them, and that both were better abandoned, than that the 
only valuable property that you poſſeſs ſhould be exhauiſted and ruined for their ſubſiſtence. But 


the caſe with Bombay is by no means ſo deſparate; a very inconſiderable force would be ſufficient 
to garriſon its two principal poſts, of Bombay Caſtle, and Tanna on the iſland of Salſett; and 


more I preſume it cannot need, as it is by-its natural poſition guarded againſt an invaſion by ſur- 


prize, and not liable for many years to come to be engaged in another war with the Marattas, 
the only enemy that can be its aggreſſor, white its parent ſtate is in peace, © 


It is not only by the proviſion of a great military force that the peace of a country can be ſe⸗ 


cured, or even its operations in war conducted with ſucceſs; it is poſſible to derive weakneſs from 
an accumulation of ſtrength exceeding the natural means of maintaining it. More 1 forbear to 


ſpeak concerning Madras, becauſe what I ſhould ſay might appear invidious,' and you are wives | 
in poſſeſhon of my ſentiments, not unrecently delivered, upon every point of difſcuffion'whis 


Concerning Bengal, I am of opinion, that by much too ſcanty a proportion is allotted to the. 
corps of European infantry and My : Theſe, and the latter eſpecially, are the vital ſtrength 


of your conſtitution ; and the ſeaſon of peace is the ſeaſon for recruiting them ; therefore their 


peace eſtabliſhments ſhould, as I preſume, be augmented to a degree that it might render them 
equal to any poſſible exigency ; for in war, judging by the paſt, \ eouttude that, they muſt re- 
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main as the peace has left them; nor ſhould I ſeruple to expreſs my wiſh that ten thouſand. men 
could be the complement of thoſe corps, and more than the proportion of that increaſe diminiſhed 

or the native infantry. In the mean time, I beg leave to ſubmit it as a queſtion to be propoſed to 
thoſe who ar better qualified by profeſſional knowledge to reſolve it, whether the ral ſervice 

will not ſuffer leſs by attaching native artillery, on the plan formed by Colonel Pearce, to the 

Sepoy corps, than by diltributicg the European artillery men in ſmall numbers, under non- com- 

miſſioned officers, to that ſervice, as recommended by General Campbell? This is a queſtion, 

under every condition of that corps, worthy to be well weighed, but moſt eſpecially at a time 

when there are ſo few men of that deſeription to ſpare them from the general ſervice, or from the 

collective body, with which alone they can acquire or preſerve their diſcipline, or retain their 

proper and regular habits of obedience. 1 offer no opinion upon it of my own, though it will be 

inferred from the manner of ſtating the queſtion 3 but from one objection which will probably be 

made to one reſult of it, I will venture hardily to affirm, from my knowledge of the propenſities 

of the natives of India, that one able French officer will convey mor» uſetul inſtructions to our 

enemies, in the artillery practice, than tea battalions of Golandaz deſerters. 


General Campbell's obſervations on the want of a ſtrong and effective hody of cavalry, are con- 
form. ble to the invariable- experience of your ſervice; yet | muſt expreſs my doubts of the ex- 
pediency of keeping up ſo large an eſtabliſhment of regular cavalry for either preſidency, unleſs 
means can be found to raiſe and maintain a number ſufficient for effective ſervice at a coſt which 
the Company can afford, and (I might add) ſuch as ſhould be every way fit for ſervice when 
tried, Hitherto, all efforts of your principal goverament have been ine ffectual to reſtrain the ex- 
pence of the cavalry within bounds not enormous, to enforce an adherence to the rules of its con- 
ſtruction, or to derive any real ſervice from it. I know too little of the preſent ſtate of the Nabob 
Walla Jah, to be able to judge of the expediency of truſting to him for cavalry in time of need; 
but for Bengal I would take the liberty to recommend occatonal mercenaries, or other irregulars, 
Fke the Candaher horſe, which ſerved with ſuch approved fidelity and fpirit in the campaign con- 
ducted by General Goddard. General Campbell has juſily- appealed to the experience of the late 
war in India for proof of the utility and 5 75 for employing cavalry : Vet this was not the 
only defect which prevented your late excellent Commander in Chief from availing himſelf of the 
victories ſo often obtained over Hyder Ally; whoſe principal advantage conſiſted in the goodneſs 
of his draft cattle: While ours feebly dragged their guns, and proceeded with frequent halts, and 
the moſt tardy movements, Hyder's fled with rapidity that eluded all purſuit, becauie our infan- 
try could not leave their artillery without the hazard of loſing it, and of being themſelves cut off 
by the adverſe horſe. May it not be permitted to me to ſuggeſt,” that if in this inſtance more at- 
tention had been paid to the purpoſes of the ſervice than to eecnomy,” we ſhould not have had the 
ſame cauſe to complain of any other want ? for if our draft cattle had been equal to thoſe of the 
enemy, as they certainly might have been, it ſeems a neceſſary conſequence, that, as our carri- 
ages are, from their conſti uction, both of lighter and more eaſy draft, they would have excgeded 
the others in ſpeed, and rendered their eſcape leſs practicable frota the decided ſuperiority of our

The ſeparation of America came on by degrees; and trade, which was our only return from 
thence, opened her courſe through other channels with ſucceſs. America yielded to Britain no 
landed revenue; and each colony there had, like the mother country, anticipated by debt the re- 
venues of many years, India was ſcarcely one year's revenue in debt. The loſs of ſuch a do- 
minion, if it was to happen, would be ſudden, would be total. It would be irrecoverable by any 
efforts from home. It would prove the inſtant loſs of millions of individuals, and many millions 
of the public property. It would at once annihilate thoſe funds which conſtitute the ſubliſtence of 
all the creditors of the india Company, at home and abroad; it would fall upon the other funds of 
the ſtate with a ſhock that would ſtrike the remoteſt land holder in Britain, and involve him ulti- 
mately in the ſame fate with thoſe who lived upon the intereſt of the public debts. - But, to com- 
plete the miſery of ſuch an univerſal cataſtrophe, our natural enemies, who were in force ang alli- 
ance upon the ſpot, would ſucceed to the remains of our fortune; from that ſucceſſion they could

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No perſon but one who had once ſeen the Carnatic in its proſperity, and who afterwards ſaw it 
in the miſery in which I beheld it, could conceive the reality of the, general ſcene of diſtreſs which 
J have deſcribed as within the poſhbility of human events. I here I ſaw men who ſuppoſed them- 
ſelves, and who literally were, worth princely fortunes a few years before, abſolutely in want of 
read.

France looked to ſuch a reverſion in your fortune; and when you ſee her armaments prepared 
upon a ſcale of force and expence, which is the utmoſt that her faculties can ſend againſt India, 
you cannot be too ſenſibly awakened to the dangers you have eſcaped, nor conſider thoſe events 
as impoſhble, which could alone reimburſe your natural enemies, or give them any proſpect of 
future advantage from ſuch extraordinary efforts. 


Such are the dangers to you, and to the public intereſts, which proper exertions in the office 
J hold might be inſtrumental to ward off and prevent, or which inability or wickedneſs in the 
ſame office might precipitate upon the State. In the period in which I held the office, and the 
criſis of that period, ho Britiſh ſubje could poileſs à greater field for averting public evil, or 
rendering public ſervice, I became a member of your ſuperĩor adminiſtration of India at a mo- 
ment when it was a queſtion whether India itſelf was not to be Joſt for ever, or greatly ſaved;

In me they only blame my ſappoſed, not my real, con- 
duct before I was in your ſervice: I wiſh them to examine my actual conduct ſince I have been 
promoted by you to a ſtation of actual ſervice; I am confident they would then paſs x very 
different opinion upon your proceedings on the buſineſs of my appointment. | 
As to the office itſelf, it is your gift, under the approbation of my ſovereign. You may fill 
it with greater abilities, you cannot with a more devoted zeal.

portance that you ſhould be fully acquainted with our ſituation, and enabled to judge how fat 
it ſhould influence you in acceding to the demands of the Marattas. | 


You muſt have heard, before you left Calcutta, that Hyder Ally, though defeated in three 
general actions with our army under Sir — Coote, retained poſſeſſion of the greateſt part of 
the Carnatic. It was with the utmoſt difficulty that we enabled the General to march to the

The diſtricts of the Carnatic aſſigned over to us, and unpoſſeſſed by the enemy, from the 


Intrigues and artifices of people ibout the Durbar, have hitherto produced little or nothing. 


We have alfo been in ſome meaſure diſappointed of the ſupplies of treaſure we, expected from 
the Governer General and Council. Their means of aſſiſting us are not adequate to dur necel- 


fities ; and if all they intend to ſend us this ſeaſon ſhould arrive ſafe, which is now become very 
Aoubtful, it will not be ſufficient to diſcharge the army arrears, not to mention the very con- 


ſider able arrears and balances due to che other branches of our eſtabliſhment. 

If this was our ſituation when we had no enemy to oppoſe but Hyder Ally, you will readily 
conceive how much our danger muſt be augmented by the arrival of a French fleet upon the 
coaſt ſuperior in force to ours, with tranſperts and 3000 troops, which. are landed at Porto 
Novo.—The French fleet, conſiſting of 12 ſail of the line, with frigates and tranſports, making 
in all 28 ſail, appeared near Pullicat the beginning of laſt month: after taking and deſtroying 
a great number of our grain 90 þ and veſſels coming from Bengal and the northern ſettlements, 
they, on the 15th ultimo, failed paſt theſe roads; and as ſoon as they had got to leeward, our 
fleet, under Sir | dward Hughes, though inferior by three ſhips of the line, weighed anchor; 
and ſtood after them in line. of battle; an engagement actordingly. took place the 17th, in 
which the enemy, by having the advantage of the wind, were enabled to bring 8 of their beſt

WW will be informed, by our conſultations of the 29th of June, of a very veuſual render 


which was made by me to the Board on that day, for the purpoſe of indemnifying the Com- 
pany for the extraordinary expence which might be incurred by ſupplying the detachment under 
the command of Major Camac, in the invaſion of the Marratta dominions which lay beyond the 


diſtrift of Gohed, and drawing the attention of Mahdajee Scindia, to whom that country im- 


mediately appertained, from General Goddard; while he was employed in the reduction of 
Baſſein, and in ſecuring the conqueſts made by your arms in Guzerat.— I was deſirous to remove 
the only objection which has been or could oſtenſibly be made to the meaſure, which I had very 
much at heart, as may be eaſily conceived. from the means I took to effect it; For the reaſons 


at large which induced me to propoſe the diverſion, it will be ſufficient to refer to my minute, te · 


commending it, and the Letters received from General Goddard, near the ſame period of time. 
The ſubject is now become obſolete, and al}the fair hopes which I had built upon the proſecution 
of the Maratta War, or its termin.tion in a ſpeedy, honorable, and advantageous peace, have 
been blaſted by the dreadful calamities which have befallen your arms, in the dependancies of 
your Preſidency of Fort St. George; and changed the object of our purſuit, from the aggran- 
dizement of your power to its preſervation, My preſent reaſons for reverting to my own con- 
duct on the occaſion which I ha: e mentioned. is to obviate the falſe concluſions, or purpoſed mi- 
preſentations, which may be made of it, either as an artifice of oſtentation, or as the effect of 
corrupt influence, by affuring you, that the money, by whatever means it came into your pa " 
was not my own; that had myſelf no right toit, nor would or could have received it, but for ide 
occaſion which prompted me to avail mytelf of the accidental means which were at that inſtant

Lo enforce the requeſt on the 
part of the ruling Member of the Marratta ſtate, inenaces of inſtant eng- — the combined _ 
forces were added, by Mahdajee-Sindia, 'Tuckoojee Hoolkar, and Nizam Ally Cawn, in letters 
written by them to Moodajee Booſla, on the occaſion. He was not in a ſtate to ſuſtain the 
brunt of fo formidable a league; and oſtenſibly yielded Such at leaſt was the turn which he 
gave to his acquieſcence in his letters to me; and his ſubſequent conduct has juſtified his profeſſi - 
ons.

peace and alliance with the Peſhwa; and profeſſing, without ſolicitation on out part, the moſt

effect. In the mean time the fatal news arrived of the defeat of your army at Conjeveram. It 
now became neceſſary that every other object ſhould give place, or be made ſubſervient, to the pre- 
ſervatign of the Carnatic ; nor would the meaſures requiſite for that end admit an inttant delay. 
Peage with the Marrattas was the firſt object; to conciliate their alliance, and that of every 
other power in natural enmity with Hyder Ally, the next, —Inftant meaſures were taken (as our 
neral advices will inform you) to ſecure both theſe points, and to employ the Government 
of Berar as the channel and inſtrument of accompliſhing them. Its army ttill lay on our borders 
and in diſtreſs for a long arrear of pay; not leſs occaſioned by a want of pecuniary ſunds, than a 
ſtoppage of communication. An application had been made to us for a ſapply of money; and 
the ſum ſpecified for the complete relief of the army was ſixteen lacks, We had neither money to 
ſpare, nor, in the apparent ſtate of that Government in its relation to ours, would it have been 
either prudent, or confiſtent with our public credit, to have afforded it. It was, nevertheleſs, 
my decided opinion, that fome aid ſhould be given; not leſs as a neceſſary relief, that as an ind. 
cation of confidence, and a return for the many inſtances of ſubſtancial kindneſs which we had, 
within the courſe of the luſt two years, experienced from the Government ot Berar. I had an a- 
ſurance that ſuch a propofal would receive the acquieſcence of the board; but I knew that it 
would not paſs without oppoſition, and it would have become public, which might have defeat- 
ed its purpoſe, Convinced of the neceſſity of the expedient, and / aſſured of the ſincerity 
the Government of Berar, from evidences of ſtronger proof to me than I could make them ap- 
/ pear to the other members of the Board, I reſolved to adopt it, and take the entire reſponſibility - - 
of it upon myſelf, In this mode, a leſs conſiderable ſum would ſuffice: I accordingly cauſed 
three lacks of rupees to be delivered to the Miniſter of the Rajah of Berar reſident in Calcutta: 
He has tranſmitted it to Cuttac—Two thirds of this ſum I have raiſed by my own credit, and 
mall charge it in my official accounts: The other third I have ſupplied from the caſh in my hands, 
belonging to the Honourable Company.

{um ſaid to be received, and in courſe of payment, amounts, as the Governor General informs 
us, to ten lacks of rupees of the currency of Oude. It is further ſtated, that what has been

55. The Governor General has ſubmitted to our conſideration, whether we will adjudge 
this depoſit to him; but as the Act of Parliament, by which the Governor General and 
Council were appointed, directs, That the ſalaries to be allowed to the ſaid Governor.

The diſpatch of the Lively having heen protracted, by various cauſes, from time to time, the 
accompanying addreſs, which was originally ' deſigned and prepared for that diſpatch (no-other 
conveyance * occurring) has of courſe been thus long detained, The delay is of no public con- 
ſequence ; but it has produced a ſituation which, with eſpe to myſelf, I regard as unfortunate, 
becauſe it expoſes me to the meaneſt imputation, from the occaſion which the late parliamentary 


- enquiries have ſince furniſhed, but which were unknown when my lettet was written, and written 


in the neceſſary conſequence of a promiſe, made to that effect in a former letter to your Honoura- 
ble Committee, dated 20th January laſt. However, to preclude the 'poſfibilityvf®fuch reflectiom 
from affecting me, I have defired Mr, Larkins, who was privy to the whole tranſaction, to afhx 
to the letter his affidavit of the date in which it was written. I own I feel moſt ſenſibly the mor. 
trfication of being reduced to the neceſſity of uſing ſuch precautigns to guard my reputation from 
diſhonour. If ] had at any time, poſſeſſed that degree of confidence from my immediate employ- 
ers, which they never withheld from the meaneſt of my predeceſſors, I ſhould have diſdained to 
uſe theſe attentions ; How I have drawn on me a different treatment [ know not; it is ſufficient 
that I have not meriteil it: And in the ch ute of a ſervice of thirty*two years, and ten of theſs em- 
ployed in maintaining the powers and diſcharging the duties of the tirlt office of the Britiſh Go- 
vernment in India, that Honourable Court ought toknow whether J poſleſs the integrity and ho- 
nour which are the firſt requiſites of ſuch a ſtation.

The ſum af the account No 1 is the difference between the allowance of 300 rapees a month, 
which was the cuſtomary pay of the Governor's Military Secretary, and that which I allowed to 
Lieutenant Colonel Ironfide during the time that he aRed in that capacity, on account of his ſu- 
perior rank. It was referred to your Honourable Court in one of the general letters of the year 
1713-or 43 but I prefume that it was overlooked. in the preflure of other more important mat - 
ters which at that time occupied your attention. £4 1.

No 2, and 3, are explained in the accounts themſelves. e 


No 4 conſiſts of three ſeveral kinds of charges, which I confeſs to have been nnanthorized, 
but which | humbly conceive neither to be of a private nature, nor unworthy ſubjects of the 
bounty of a great and riſing ſtate. The firſt is inconſiderable, conſiſting chiefly in the ſubſiſt- 
ence of the Pundits, who were aſſembled in Calcutta, and employed during two years in com- 
piling the code of Hindoo laws for your uſe. The ſum alloted to them was, as I trecollect, one 
rupee per diem; a larger recompence was offered, but refuſed ; nor would they receive this, but 
for their daily ſupport: They had indeed the promiſe of ſome public endowments for their 
colleges, which yet remain unperformed.—The ſecond, is the amount of ſundry monthly fala- 
Ties paid to ſome of the moſt learned profeſſors of the Mahomedan law, for tranflating, from rhe 
Arabic into the Perſian tongue, a compendium of their law, called the Hedaya, which is held in 
high eſtimation, and part of a more voluminous work, whi.h I could not proſecute. Yeur Ho- 
nourable Court is in poſſeſſion of a part of the Engliſh, verſion of Heday, made by Mr. James | 
Anderſon, and a fubſequent part 1 the ſame work has been lately tranſlated by Mr. Hamilton. 
Theſe gentlemen are both engaged in the completion of it, and are both eminently qualified for 
it. It would exceed the due bounds of this letter, to expatiate on the utility of this work; yet 
I may be allowed to vindicate the expence of it by one ſummary argumens, which is, that while or 
the Mahomedan law is allowed to be the ſtandard of the criminal juriſprudence of your domini- 
on, under the controul and inſpection of your Engliſh ſervants, it ſeems indifpenſbly neceſſary 
that the Judges of the Courts ſhould have a more familiar guide for their proceeding than the 
books of the Arabic tongue, of which few have opportunities of attaining a competent know- 
ledge; and as neceſſary that your ſervants ſhould poſſeſs the means of conſulting the principles 
on which thoſe judginents are founded, which, in their ultimate reſort, and extraordinary caſes, 
may fall within their immediate cognizance, and of the laws of which they are the protectors. 
Thezthird charge, is that of an academy, inſtituted for the ſtudy of the differenent branches of 
the ſciences taught in the Mahomedan ſchools. After a trial of about two years, finding that it 
was likely to anſwer the end of its inſtitution, I recommended to the board, and obtained their 
conſent, to paſs the ſubſequent expence of the eſtabliſhment to the account W the company, and 
to erect a building for the purpoſe at my own immediate coſt, but for a Company's intereſt note 
granted me for the reimburſement of it. It is almoſt the only complete eſtabliſhment of the 
kind now exiſting in India, although they were once in univerſal aſe, and the decayed remains of 
theſe ſchools are yet to be ſeen in every capital town or city of Hindoſtan and Decan. It has 
contributed to extend the credit of the Engliſh name, and to foften the prejudicies excited by the

A miſtake having been unavoidably made, by the aſſiſtant to the Accountant x 
Lucknow, in delivering to-the agent of Gopaul Dofs, at that place, the bills received from the 
Nabob Vizier for che month of Jeyte, or June, in part payment of his debt, inſtead of wait- 
ing for thoſe which were 10 be given in the month of Bhadoon, vr September; it was ſtated to 
Gopaul Doſs's Agent at the TI who ſeeing the error, readily agreed to rectify it, and 
accordingly reſigned the bills. The bills for Bhadoon, which formed the moſt confiderable 

art of the Vizier's payment in liquidation of the amount due from him to the company for the 
Fuſfullee year 1192, have been in conſequence delivered to Gopaul Doſs, to whom we have 
aſſigned them over; and we have the fatisfaction to acquaint you, that the large claim of that 
Banker on the Company is now wholly or very nearly diſcharged.

3s releaſed before the Nabob left Lucknow, though I cannot hear to what part of the country 
he is gone. In order to give the Honourable Board a true Idea of Muzzuffer | 9-91 ſituation, and 
every thing that relates to him; I muſt fully explain the facts which have come to my know- - 


jedge. ww - | ; 


In the latter part of the life of Ahmud Khan Bunguſh, the father of Muzzuffer Jung, his 
Jominions were conquered from him by the Marattas, all to the diſtricts of Furruckabad, yielding 
a revenue of about 15 lacks of rupees a year, if well cultivated. On the power of the Marattas 
being reduced, the Doab fell into the hands of the late Vizier; and included in it was an extent 
of country that had, in Ahmud Khan Benguſh's time, been eſtimated at about 30 lacks per ann. 
The Vizier, on his entering the Doab, apprehend he might meet with oppoſition from Muz- 
zuffer Jung; he therefore made a 14 of Alliance to deſcend to their heirs reſpectively, where- 
in he promiſed to return the country, formerly belonging to Ahmud Cawn Bunguſh, whenever he 
ſhould have completely conquered the Doab. The Vizier being ſucceſsful, he never once thought 
of fulfilling his promiſe, which was only intended to amuſe Muzzuffer Jung. The Vizjer had 
given or lent him two lacks of rupees as a mark of friendſhip. The Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, 
on his acceſhon, demanded the repayment of this ſum, as well as Nezana, which was complied 
with; and Monick Ram, and others, ſent as Sezawuls, at different times, to collect the money. 
Muzzuffer Jung, being anexceeding weak, timid prince, ſuffered every perſon with him, on the 
part of the Nabob, to commit violences, and make exactions in the country, and lik ewiſe to diſ- 
place the old ſervants of the family, to make way for their needy dependants. He could notſwell help 
himſelf, as the commander of a battalion of Matchlockmen, Sheer Ally by name, ſtationed by the 
Nabob to protect him, was the firſt perſon to aid and abet theſe acts of oppreſſion. Meherbaan 
Cawn, a creature of ſome of the Nabob's countries, was placed in the ſole management of Muz- 
zuffer Jung's affairs. He is charged with killing Bennyram, Myr Yar Ally, and twelve other 
perſons, to free himſelf from rivals as ſome lay; but others, from their being acceſſary to an in- 
trigue with one of the women of the late Ahmud Cawa Bengeſh. Merherbaa Cawn had by this 
event ſtruck ſo great a terror into the other perſons about Muzzuffer lung, that he had ho further 
oppoſition in his adminiſtration. He kept his maſter in intire ſubjection, withheld his ſeal from 
him, and afhxed it at his pleaſure, to any papers without his ſanCtion; and under pretence of pay- 
ing the ſtipulated ſum to the Nabob, he is accuſed of pecculating to a very conſiderable amount. 
The conſequence of this diſtracted Government was the reduction of the country to poverty and 
diſtreſs, and in this ſituation was Furruckabad when the Nabob arrived there, : 


His excellency had fome time before intelligence of theſe circumſtances, but as his own au- 
thority did not in reality extend to this country, and their Ally had ſhewn great inattention ts 
his orders, he deferred any enquiry until he ſhould march in perſon.—It was his deſign at firſt 
to diſpoſſeſs Muzzuffer Jung of all authority, and to grant him an annual ſtipend, or a jaghire: 
He did me the honour to aſk my advice upon the occaſion, though I differred from him, aud re- 
commended that he ſhould by no means do either; for as Muzzuffer Jung had not failed in his 
engagements, to diſpoſſeſs him without a cauſe would hurt his own character, and that he thus 
indiſcriminately confounded perſons who had oppoſed his authority with thole who had paid the 
greateſt attention to it. I obſerved, it was practicable to preſerve Muzzuffer Jung's reputation, . 
and place his affairs on a permanent footing, and at the ſame time reap an advantage himſelf. — 
I pointed out the line of his Excellency's taking upon himſelf the guarantee of Muzuffer Jung's 
country, and ſtationing a battalion of his troops conſtantly with him, and occaſionally any ad- 
ditional number that would be neceſſary for his protection in lieu of which Muzzuffer Jung 
ſhould have the entire government, and pay him ſuch an anaual ſubſidy as might ſupport the 
troops, and hereafter obviate all cauſe of diſpute : The ſum I wiſhed to have ſettled was three 
lacks and a half a Fears and the arrears account of the debt and nizeranna to be remitted. Mur- 
tehzah Cawn inſiſted upon other terms—four lacks and half annually, and the ſpecific ſum of 
one lack and a half for arrears to be paid this year, were at laſt agreed on. The country will in 
all probability yield nine or ten lacks, but, owing to the lateneſs of the ſeaſon that this ſettlement 
has taken place, the payments may probably fall conſiderably fhort this year,

Dowlah and Muzzuffer Jung, I herewith forward copies of.—In regard to Sheer Ally, he was, 
on the Nabob's arrival at Furruckabad, put into confinement, to anſwer for his miſbehaviour.

Whenever we applied for redreſs to the Nabob Mu- 
zuffer Jung, he directed us to make application to the Sezawals ; who have conſtantly replied, 
that till the dues were paid to the Nabob Vizier, they were not at liberty to comply with our 
requifition, Our diſtreſs is great—we have neither cloaths nor food. "Though we felt hurt at 
the idea of explaining our ſituation, yet, could we have found a mode of conveyance we would 
have proceeded to Calcutta for redreſs. The ſcarcity of grain this ſeaſon is an additional misfor- 
tune—with difficulty we ſupport life. From your preſence without the provinces we expect relief. 
It is not the cuſtom of the Company to deprive the Zemindars and Jaghurdars of the means of 
ſubſiſtence.

I have at length determined to employ the only means in my power 
for your relief, which is to inform the Nabob Vizier of your real fituation, and the diſtreſſes to 
which his ſervants have reduced you, and to requeſt him in the moſt earneſt manner to prevent 
any interferrence from his Court in the management of your affairs, and leave you in the full ex- 
erciſe of your rights and authority, without any undue influence or controul over you.

You will now be left in the uncontrouled management of your affairs, and it will be incumbent

After the death of the late Ahmud Cawn, his relations, the Afghans of Maw and other places 
united in oppoſition to the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung, and endeavoured to expel him from hispol- 
ſeſion. I he deceaſed: Nabob, Sujah ul Dowla, ſent forces to the ſupport and-afliſtance of 
Muzzuffer Jung, and reduced and drove out his relations, the Afghans of Mow, &c. by the 
edge of the ſword, ſo that, by the favour of the Almighty, and the affiſtance of the late Nabob- 
Sujah Dowla, Muzzuffer Jung was preſerved.—Since that period 1 have not been deficient in 


_ ſupporting him. A thoufand men of the Nujeb's infantry,with the neceſſary artilſery, have con- 
ſtantly been ſtationed. at Furruckabad by me, and I pay theſe troops myſelf. The ſum which 


Muzzuffer Jung ſtipulated and agreed to pay under his hand annually, and without diminution 


or delay, | left to his direction to diſcharge according to agreement; but, negligent himſeMK, his 


miniſters worthleſs and rapacious, miſmanaged the affairs of the country, and as much of the 
revenues as they did collect they appropriated to their own uſe. Having demands upon me from 
the Company, I made over the ſums pay able by Muzzuffer Jung, in part of my affigrments to 
them; ftill the payments are not good, Without remedy I ſent a reputable perſon to 
take the aſſigned lands into his poſſeſſion, and to collect from thence the ſums ſtipulated in the 
agreement between me and Muffer Jung. This too was effected with infinite difficulty; for, 


888 this regulation, his miniſters ſtill kept in arrears. From the year 1187, when. 


r. Shee went to reſide there, a large and accumulated arrear has become due from Muzzuffer 
Jung ; and all this miſchief proceeds from the inattention of the Nabob, and the ignorance of his 
miniſters. The country too is ruined, If, regardful of his concerns, he had kept about him 
good and able ſervants, the country was capable of yielding from 14 to 15 lacks of rupees; 


he might have paid the neceſſary ſums with regularity, and have continued himſelf in eaſy cit- 


cumſtances. Now the country is laid waſte, and the. Afghan- Aumuls, who are acting there, de- 
fraud the revenue under his eye, and with his immediate knowledge. As the Mahal of Furruc- 
kabad and that of Etawa are intermixed and join together, and in the regulation of the country 
there are frequent mutual complaints concerning refractory Zemindars, who fly from one to 


the other. On this account I have put the management of the diſtricts of Furruckabad into the 


hand of Almas Aly Khan, that he may reduce the affairs of Muzzuffer: Jung into order, and 
from the revenues of that country provide for his ſubſiſtence, and for the payment of the ſums 
due to me. Now that the arrears are encreaſed by the payments at preſent become due, it is 
impoſſible that the whole can be diſcharged in the ſpace of one year; I am folicitous to promote 
the ſatisfaction and provide for the neceſſary expences of the Nabob Mus zuffer Jung. I ſhalt 


not be urgent in my demands of the ſums due to me; his neceſſary expences will be firſt provided 


for, all theſe regulations and this plan have been adopted to obtain payment of the ſums due t 


by the ſtipulations of the treaty, otherwiſe I have nothing to do with his poſſeſſions.— Merely 


for the arrangement of the concerns, and to diminiſh the difficulties of Muzzuffer- Jung has 
this meaſure been taken; therefore I give you this information.

Ihave received your Highneſs's letter, which afforded me much pleaſure by its contents, in- 
forming me that your deceaſed father, after the death of Nawab Ahmud Cawn, upon diſcovering 
the intentions of the Afghans of Mow, &c. had ſent his army againſt them, and diſperſed them, 
and that afterwards your Highneſs had omitted nothing that was neceſſary for the protection of 
the Nawab Mozuffer Jung, and whatever the ſaid Naw ab had agreed to, you gave a treaty for; 
but on account of the inattention of the Nawab and the negligence of his officers, his whole tri- 
pute was not paid, and that from the time of Mr. Shee's authority large ſums were in balance in 
the Nawab's hands; that as the Mahals of Furruckabad and Etawa depend upon your Highneſs, 

ou had given the management of them to Almaſs Alli Cawn, who would properly execute the 
bundebuſt of the tribute, and ſupply the Nawab Mozuffer Jung's expences; that you had done 
this for the ſure payment of the ſtipulated ſums, otherwiſe your highneſs has no concern in the 
country of Nawab Mozufter Jung. I underſtand all theſe particulars. Some time ago Mr. 
Shee, who was ſtationed at Furruckabad for collecting the revenues, was recalled at the wiſh 
and deſire of your Highneſs and the Nawab Mozufter ſung ; becauſe the reſidence of a perſon 
there in the character of Sezawal, whether on the part of your Highneſs or on that of the Engliſh 
Company, is far from adviſable or greens to juſtice, and js a cauſe of difcredit to both parties. 
Certain it is, that no one tan interfere in the inheritance of him, Probably that in the demand 
of the tribute, purſuant to the treaty, ſome ſuſpicion may have ariſen. I give myſelf no con- 
cern for theſe matters; whatever has been ſettled between your Highneſs and the Nawab will 
doubtleſs be fulfilled ;- it is not conſiſtent with your dignity to ſend Aumils there, becauſe the 
Aumils for collecting of money, and making their profit, will keep the country in their own 
authority, and will plunder it, which is the cauſe of our diſcredit and diſrepute. At pteſent the 
Nawab Mozuffer Jung ſhould retain in his ſervice officers of experience and abilities, and ſhould 
appoint on his own part Aumils who are worthy the employment, and cauſe the money to be 
paid agreeable to agreement; it is therefore unneceſſary that any one ſhould be named on the part 
of your Highneſs hereafter.

Diſputes on this ſubject will conſtantly 
ariſe between the people belonging to the camp, and the Nabob's officers; and if opprobrious 
language given by the latter, whatever provocation they may receive, is to be deemed an inſult _ 
the commanding oficer, Which be is to reſent and puniſh by ſeizure and confinement; there 
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<m de no collections, as not an Aumil will remain in theſe diſtricts. They never will agree tz 
be amenable to two different authorities. In conſequence of the preſent oppteſſions, the collec. 
tors adjacent to camp have already abſconded. Give me leave to add a word more reſpecting the

I think I ſhould be wanting both to 
ou and myſelf, were I to paſs over ſo extraordinary a circumſtance happening in a place where 
{ had every reaſon to expect a decent reception. It appears clearly, that there is a determined 
plan to prevent any body from ſettling in this country; and that Mr. Dejardie is cloſely connec 
ted with Hemett Sing. I am informed that Mr. Dejardie has acted before in a military capacity, 
in the ſervice of ſome of the powers in the neighbourhood of Delhy ; how far ſuch a-charadter, 
ſo connected with your refractory Zemindars, may affect your authority in this diſtrict, you wil 
pe the beſt judge. 1 am informed he keeps five hundred ſepoys, and a number of country horſe- 
men, conſtantly in pay; with ſo powerful an opponent of my views, I fear it will be along while 
before I meet with the ſucceſs yourſelf and my other friends gave me hopes of. I will, perſever 
however, in hopes that time will eſtabliſh your authority here; and convinced that the people 
are not averſe to my reſiding among hem, ſeeing clearly the benefit they would derive from fuch 
an eſtabliſhment, whole object is extended to recovering the country and its inhabitants fron 
their preſent ſtate of wretchedneſs. |

Calcutta, he ſaid to me that he was going to Calcutta, in obedience to a ſummons from you;

When the Company did me the honour to call me to my preſent fituation in their ſervice, an 
idea prevailed, I believe, in every-mind at home, as well as in mine, that, while I derived conſe- 
quence and influence from the conduct of their law buſineſs (for which they aſſigned me what 
appeared to them a liberal allowance) I ſhould find the means of a rapid accumulation, in the emo- 
luments that would accrue to me from my being confulted in the cauſes of private ſuitors. 


By ſuch reaſoning I have been led to forego every other plan of ambition or intereſt, and aſ-, 
ſumeè an office, and undertake a voyage, which, without realizing any one of my expectations, 
has completely cloſed every pro built upon at home; and I now find, that, like other rea- 
ſonings upon a ſcene ſo diſtant, moſt of the advantages I looked for had their foundation only in 
empty and-unfounded ſpeculation. 0 | e a 


The law buſineis of the Company (who have the firſt claim upon me) has ſo encreaſed, and the 
cauſes in which their intereſts are immediately at ſtake, or in which they are bound to ſtand for-

Sir John Day after his arrival at Bengal, applied to the Judges, by a letter to the Chief Juſtice, 
to be informed whether it was the opinion of the Judges, that, though he was honoured by the 
Crown with the letters patent, hs was nevertheleſs Al bound to apply for an admiſſion in the 
common form, and that without ſuch admiſhon he did not take any thing by the King's Grant ? 


The Chief Juſtice anſwered that letter, That he was inſtructed by the Judges unanimouſly te 
acquaint him, that they were (when he pleaſed to apply to the Court) realy to admit him an 
Advocate without entering into any conſideration of the queſtion whether he had a right to act as 
an Advocate without admiflion. That if thatw as not ſatisfaftory, and he wiſhed to bring that queſ-

My reaſons for not going, ſituated as I was, into Court to plead, at leaſt in the Company's 
cauſes have been long fince declared without reſerve, and are generally known; they appear 
to have been ſatisfactory to you, Gentlemen, and with me, I confeſs, that in the preſent ſtate 
of things they are invincible ; they are of a later exiſtence, and of much greater force, than thoſe . 
afigned in that haſty and unconfidered correſpondence with the Chief Juſtice, which I did not, 
when it paſſed, . imagine was to have been ſent home recorded; if I had, the diſcuſhon on my 
part ſhould have been more full, and my letters ſhould have been more guardedly written.

tions in the other, clearly demonſtrated. In waiting the reſult of this reference, the Honour. 
able Company's demarids upon his Excellency the Vizier, for the current year, came under con. 
ſide ration, and I applied to his Highneſs, requeſting *that the countries farmed by Almaſ,, 
and ſtated by the Miniſter at a rent roll of 48,94,907 rupees, might, in liquidation of it, and 
among others, be granted me in aſſignment. —My reaſbns for this apptication, together with the 

Nabob's,-or rather Hyder Beg Cawn's, objections to it, I had the honour to ſubmit for your de. 
-ciſion,' im my addreſs of the 14th ultimo; and I am the more anxious to be fayoured with Your 
commands, ſince, without them (as I have already informed the Honourable Board) I cannot 
now promiſe myfelf that my applications to the Miniſter on the ſubject of the aſſignments, or 
indeed on any other ſubjeCt, will ought avail. It carmot be matter of ſurpriſe, that, in his pre- 
[ſent fituation, Almaſs ſhould adopt 7 conduct, or be prompt to make any conceſſions at the

R: AD the following letter, and encloſure, from the Army Contractor. 


To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Preſident, &c. Members, the Board of Inſpection. 


Honourabe Sir, and Sirs. 


Having acted for theſe fix months as Contractor to the Army, and employed myſelf with the 
the moſt indefatigable care and attention to acquire a proper knowledge of every branch of this 
complicated buſineſs, permit me to ſtate a few particular circumſtances which experience has 
diſcovered to me, and which, I, with the greateſt deference, ſubmit to the conſideration of the 
Honourable the Governor General and Council. By comparing the terms of my contract with 
the eſtimate which I have the honour to encloſe, you will perceive the profits arriſing from that 
branch of it to be ſmall, and inadequate to the riſque ; for, beſides a number of bullocks report= 
ed unfit for ſervice in all the brigades, no leſs than four hundred have been, by the commanding 
officer in the field diſcharged, from the third brigade alone, which number I am juſt now providing 
Parnea, and in other quarters at a great expence. Another circumſtance I beg leave to mention 
of great hardſhip and inconvenience to every new contraCtor the firſt year, that he is obliged to 
purchaſe rice and grain for the immediate ſopply of the troops and cattle, at a price conſiderably 
above the rates he might have purchaſed at, by laying in a proper ftock ſix months before hand: 
This is a hardſhip which every contractor of a ſingle year muſt in ſome degree neceffarily be ſub- 
jected to; but it fell ſeverely upon me, having been, notwithſtanding my repeated remonſtances, 
detained at the Prefidency by the delay of the Company's Attorney, in not executing my con- 
tract till the middle of December. | | a | 


And though I proceeded with great expedition on my journey, with bearers all the way, at a 
= expence, yet I did not arrive at Bellgram till the latter end of January, which prevented me 
rom taking charge of my contract till the iſt of February; ſo that at the expiration of the pre- 
ſent year, inſtead of twelve months, as ſpecified in my contract, I ſhall only have had poſſeſſion ele- 
ven: | might enumerate many other inconveniences and hardſhips ariſing from the ſhort term of 
a ſingle year; but as the Honourable Board are well acquainted with the terms upon which I took 
the contract, I flatter myſelf they will not be averſe to an extenſion of it, eſpecially as my firſt 
propoſals and eſtimates were taken ſo very low, in hopes of a three years tenure; I requeſt there- 
fore that the Honourable the Governor General and Council, in order to retr eve the loſſes, and 
remedy the inconveniencies of the preſent year, will be pleaſed to add two years to my contract,

IT H reſpect to the bullocks of the army, I am afraid it is impoſſchle that the Company 
| ſhould ever be furniſhed with ſuch as are fit for the ſervice, at the very lots rates that 
are now given for them; which it is well known are not ſufficient far the contractor to 
good ones, and feed them properly; withovt being a conſiderable lofer by his contraci: the 
conſequence is, that the army 1s always ſupplied with bad cattle (at leaft not with ſuch as the 
importance of the ſervice they are entertained for requires) which are as-badly fed; and this 
muſt always continue to be the caſe, till Government is pleaſed to take the matter into confide- 
ration, and allow ſomething more for the proviſion of them. and till the contractors are tied uf 
by ſuch penalties and forfeitares as will oblige them to fulfil the articles of their contracts. 
Another reaſon why the Company have for ſome years paſt been ſo ill ferved in the bullock con- 
tractz has been, giving it away, at the expiration of every tuelvemonth, for the term af oe 
year only, which is too ſhort a time for any contractor to hold it, ſo as to do juſtice to his 1 

gagements. Accordingly, inſtead of taking the neceſſary meaſures for procuring ſupplies he 

cattle, and for laying in magazines of grain for, their ſupport, from the countries * 
could be beſt or cheapeſt had (which it cannot be expected any contractor will do, whan ke ad F 
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his hands) it has been too much the practice to truſt to getting both from the bazars and diſtricts 
where they have been immediately wanted. The diſadvantages, and often diſtreſſes, which this 
muſt occaſion to the ſervice, are too evident. The cauſe of theſe may bowever be ſaid to be now 
removed, by the preſent contract being granted for three years; but that alone, I am perſuaded, 
will be found not ſufficient to remedy our having bad bullocks, which nothing can effectually do 
but encreaſing the rates given for them, The executor of the deceaſed contractor, | am told, 
though I have no authority to ſay it from himſelf, is ſo ſenſible of the diſadvantages and trouble 
of this part of his late brother's contract, that. he would readily give it up toany perſon who 
would take it off his hands; in which caſe, I think it would be very proper fo have it ſeparated 
from the victualling contract, and given to ſome active perſon who has time and leiſure to attend 


io the proper management of it. 


Should the Board, from what I have here repreſented, think it expedient to allow an higher 
ſam for the proviſion of the bullocks, I would adviſe that a ſtandard ſhould be fixed for the ſize 
of them, under which none ſhould be admitted, and that were not ſtrong and bony, free from 
defects, and in all reſpects fitting for the ſervice ; that none alſo ſhould be admitted under or above 
a a preſcribed age; and that, previous to their being received and muſtered at the ſtations where 

they are required, they ſhall Fe examined by the Commanding Officer, the Officer commanding 
the artiliery, the Afiflant-Quarter-Maſter General. and Commiſlary of Muſters, and all ſuch as 
do not anſwer to thoſe particulars rejected. That thoſe received into the ſervice ſha!l, at the 
time of examination, have the Company's mark put upon them; and that the contractor ſhall 
incur a penalty, for marking any bullock, or any perſon doing it for him, for the uſe of the army, 
without authority That a ſurvey ſhall be taken arg every three months of the ſtate of all 
the bullocks, at the different ſtations of the army, by the ſame officers, and all that may be found 
unkit for ſervice diſcharged That reports of theſe ſurveys, and of the inſpection of all that are 
received and marked for the ſervice, ſhall be tranſmitted to the Commander in chief, and a copy 
of the ſame to the Quarter-Maſter-General, to be lodged in his office. Theſe meaſures adopted, 
think will ſecure the proviſion of ſtrong and able bullocks for the ſervice ; at leaſt, I know of no 
other ſo likely to do it, 


That they may always be well fed, and in good condition to perform the ſervices r of 
them, the contractor ſhould be obliged by his contract to give the draft cattle two ſeers and 
an half, and the carriage two ſeers of grain each per day; and when graſs and forage is ſearce, 
ſuch a further quantity, not exceeding three ſeers and an half to the draft and three ſeers to the 
carriage, as it may be found neceſſary for the Commanding Officer of the ſtation where they 
are kept to direct. At preſent the allowance given by the contractor to the draft cattle is two

It is with extreme diffidence that I attempt giving my ofinion, or adyancing any thing which 
can bear the appearance of offering an opinion on point of ſervice. In obedience to your com- 
mands, however, it becomes my duty to obſerve, that to the beſt of my judgment and informa- 
tion, one driver is very unequal to the proper care of fix bullocks, even in a ſtate of certain 
inaction, and when his duties are confined to feeding and tending them. Under the late con- 
tract, one driver was in all caſes allowed to two. I have had many converſations on the ſubject, 
during the three laſt years, with the different Artillery Officers in command at Futty Ghur, 
and here, and with other Gentlerhen who have been employed on ſervice, and have invartably 
received it as their opinion, that although this proportion of one driver to two bullocks might 
be greater than what was abſolutely neceſſary merely for feeding and tending them, yet it was 
indiſpenſably neceſſary on ſervice; and that there was great propriety in keeping he number 
conſtantly complete, as it was of very great importance that the drivers ſhould have a certain 
degree of addreſs and alertneſs, which experience alone can give, in the different branches of 
ſervice on which they and the bullocks are employed. It is an obvious conſideration too, that 
men employed only for the day, on the particular occaſion, cannot be depended upon in any 
ſervice of danger and fatigue, as they want all the inducement which can excite perſeverance, or 
animate to reſolution — exertion, where they have at ſtake a piece of certain ſubſiſteuce. 
Theſe conſiderations, however, I only preſume to hint at: it is more within my immediate 
province to obſerve, that from the enquiries I made in conſequenee of the after orders of the 
23d, I had every reaſon to apprehend very conſiderable difficulty in ſupplying the extra drivers. 
How far this difficulty may have been connected with the preſent depopulated ſtate of this part 
of the country, from the late ſcarcity, or with the firſt urgency of the numerous private de- 
mands for extra ſervants, or to what degree it might have been found to exiſt, I cannot clearly 
determine. I do not wiſh to raiſe ideal difficulties; and whenever it becomes neceſſary, I ſhall 
ſpare no exertion to remove ſuch as may actually exiſt. All that I can at preſent ſay with pre-

The unexpected advertiſement of Auguſt laſt, and the diſtance of Mr. E. A. Johnſon from 
the Preſidency precluding him the common advantage of throwing in his claim, reduces us to 
take the liberty of addreſſing you in his name. 


And we beg leave to ſubmit the following conſiderations to your determination, for the conti. 
nuance of the contract to him, upon the preſent footing. 


iſt, In general, all objects conſtantly advaneing to any one point, muſt neceſſarily at one 
time arrive at the ne plus ultra deſired. As in this particular inſtance the annual tender of the 
army contract was obviouſly intended to reduce the rate of the articles to the loweſt pitch they 
could poſhbly be adminiſtered at, this period may now, in the ſtricteſt juſtice, be deemed attain. 
ed, being that when it will barely pay, with the moſt attentive ceconomical management, and 
afford a {imple ſubſiſtence for the reſponũble conductor. That lower propoſers are yet to be 
found, is no proof againſt the aſſertion ; for while a money bag (whatever the term annexed) is 
held out, plauſible adventurers will not be wanting to attempt an encounter with it, who having 
nothing to loſe, run noriſk, This ſhadow of an argument then ſet aſide, we will beg leave to 
advance the following ſtatement, as a ſtrong preſumption in ſupport of our aflertion,

How much higher the firſt contract was, we are uninformed, and therefore do not ftretch our

laſtly, we will beg leave to urge the peculiar hardſhip that a preſent change will throw ”— 
our conſtituent, reſulting from unavoidable and unforeſeen events, which, from his gre 
diſcharge of his truſt, have accumulated loſſes upon him; and hence, with all ſubmiſſion, cla 
the indulgence of his employers, in allowing him to continue in the time of the harveſt, ger 
goun through the labour of tillage, and to repair by their favour what he has ſuffered in

When he firſt tendered his ſervices, and undertook the taſk, it was upon a probability 8 
permanency of the ſtations that the reſpective corps then occupied, conſequently upon 2 7 1 
lation of the markets of theſe fixed ſtations.

The ee 
all bodies, whether military or others, have at all times, and in all countries raiſed vl pr 
proviſions at every ſtation in their progreſs; beſide the additional expences, riſk, and 8 ſufferel, 
by tranſport: all this (which. was ever reckoned the loſing part of the contract) he has ant 
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and more than in a common degree, by his zeal in the ſervice; and now that the troops are 
moſt probably fixed for a period, another would reap the truits of his labour, and deprive him of 
his only hopes of compenſation ; this ſurely will be admitted as a real hardſhip. Unwilling to 
trouble you longer, we ſuppreſs what further might be urged; and, craving pardon for the time 
already treſpaſſed upon, we reſt n forward hope, that the ne plus ultra, or final limited reduc- 
tion of the contract being eſtabliſhed, that the private and public benefit of age and 
ſupporting an old approved ſteward, in lieu of hazarding new adventurers, being conſidered;

READ a letter and oropoſals from the contractor for elephants, as follows. 


To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Eſquire, Governor General, and Members of the 
Board of Inſpection. 2 rn 


Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 


I am induced to offer the incloſed propoſals, from a conviction that the advantages, though 
not immediate, yet in a ſhort time will be ſo advantageous to the Company, that I hope it wil 
meet with every ſupport, if approved of by the Honourable Board. | 


The ſpeedy conveyance of the camp equipage, I may venture to ſay, in every army, is of 
the greateſt conſequence, but more eſpecially in this hot and unhealthy. climate, In general, 
when a brigade is on ſervice, the ſoldiers ſeldom reach the ground of the new encampment till 
eight, or frequently' nine o'clock, at which time they are greatly fatigued, both from the 
length of the march, and the ſcorching heat of the ſun, I have frequently known, from the 
badneſs of the elephant, the tents have not arrived till ſeveral hours after, and the men obliged 
to fit in the ſun, and very often in the moſt violent rain, as was the caſe in the rohill 
country. A 


The elephants at preſent are moſtly freſh taken from the Jungles; they cannot, nor can force 
make them, carry the burthen, or undergo the fatigue, of an old ſeaſoned elephant; it muſt be 
a length of time, and conſtant attention, to bring them to this. Since January laſt, I have been 
Nr employed in procuring elephants from the Jungles: . I have met with bad ſuccels 
As I could not foreſee it, I truſt the Honourable Board will render me every aſſiſtance they can, 
conſiſtent with my engagements. My preſent term is not more than ſufficient to enable me to 
complete the brigades, which I muſt do at a very heavy expence to myſelf; and I leave the 
Honourable Board to judge how great a diſappointment it muſt be to me, after I have, dy 
conſtant attendance, brought the elephants tame and able to bear fatigue—aſter having ſuffered 
fo great a loſs as I have already ſuſtained, by loſing twenty-nine new elephants, anda proſpect 
of Joſing as many more to ſee another perſon reap the reward of my trouble. From thele 
circumſtances, I truſt to the candour of the Honourable Board, that they will be pleaſed to pro- 
long my contract, agreeable to my preſent propoſals ; it will be an inducement to me to keep up 
ſuch an eſtabliſhment as ſhall prevent thoſe inconveniences that ſo often have been felt, by

The Secretary's letter to Mr. Keble, dated the 24th of Auguſt 1975,.e es the actual 
intention of the Board to continue the contract in his hands, provided he gave ſatisfaction in 
the execution of his engagements during the term of the firſt year, and it ſhould appear, upon 
trial, that this mode of conducting the marine ſervice was molt advantageous to the Company, 
and not diſapproved of by the Court of Directors. Whether the firſt condition has been fl. 
filled I will not pretend to ſay. With reſpect to the ſecond, I am clearly of opinion, that this 
mode of conducting the marine ſervice is not advantageous to the Company. If I may truſt 

to the repreſentations which have been continually made to me in the courſe of theſe laſt two 

years, they afford me grounds for the belief that the pilot ſervice, altogether, has ſcarce at any 
period of time been worſe conducted. I do not aſcribe this to Mr. Keble, becauſe I am tho- 
roughly convinced of his prudence, attention, and activity, but to the total deprivation of the 
credit and authority of the Maſter Attendant, by throwing the proper buſineſs of his office into 
an irregular channel. The charges and recriminations which appear upon our proceedings 
from Mr. Wedderburn and Mr. Keble, are undeniable proofs of this affertion. I ventured to 
foretell theſe conſequences when Mr. Keble's propoſals were firſt offered to the confideration 
of the Board, as appears in my minutes of the 1oth of Auguſt 1775, which 1 defire may be 
here recorded, as I ſtill adhere to the opinions they contain, and they ate equally applicable 
to the fame ſubject, now brought anew before the Board. | 


Alter the opinions given by me ſo pointedly againſt granting the contract for keeping the 
marine in repair, to the naval ſtorekeeper, and for giving it to the Maſter Attendant, without 
any circumſtances to induce me to alter thoſe opinions, it would be inconſiſtent in me nor 
to propoſe, that. it ſhould be renewed to the naval ſtorekeeper in preference to the Maſter At- 

tendant. | | | :

I am ſurprized that Mr. Keble ſhould quote the reſolution of the Board, of the 14th Auguſt 
laſt, as an engagement for the continuance of his contract; to which, if I recolle& the ſublect, 
it had no kind of relation, but expreſſed only their intention with reſpect to the rates at which 
his bills ſhould be drawn out for the paſt year. 1 | 


It is ſtrange that Mr. Keble ſhould conſtrue his own applications, unanſwered by the Board, , 
into an implied acquieſcence with his propoſals for the continuation of his contract. 


Mr. Francis can beſt explain his intentions in accepting Mr. Keble's propoſals for the two 
new ſchooners, and for ſupplying the Comet for her; voyage to Suez; but, from Mr. Keble 
-own reference to theſe circumſtances, it only appears, that particular ſervites required were t 
be performed on the terms of his contract, whilſt it ſubſiſted, and has not the ſmalleſt alluſion 


to an extenſion of it. |

Jam ſorry that I cannot admit of the merit which Mr. Keble claims from fitting out the 
Comet and Caranja. On the contrary, I have great reaſon to complain of his conduct in thus 
inſtance. After having fixed on the Comet for carrying the diſpatches to Suez, at his recom- 
mendation, contrary to the opinion of every-other perſon whom I afterwards conſulted, an

I diſlike references made to verbal declarations, which admit of ſuch various conſtructions 
I do not recolle& having ever expreſſed my approbation of Mr. Keble's conduct, in terms W. 
plicable to his performance of his contract; although I have been pleaſed with the clear me.. 
thod inwhich he ſtated and explained his accounts, and have probably expreſſed myſelf ſo· : 
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Without depreciating the long and faithful ſervices which Mr. Keble urges, Captain Wed- 
derburn has,, I believe, ſerved the Company upwards of thirty years; and on this conſidera- 
tion, if this conſideration has any weight, his pretenſions are ſuperior to Mr. Keble's who may 
be regarded as a new man compared to him ; nor do I know that Mr. Wedderburn's fidelity 
was ever in the ſmalleſt degree impeached. For theſe reaſons, I muſt reject the propoſals of- 
fered by Mr. Keble for the renewal of his contract; and recommend it to the Board to accept 

thoſe of Meſſrs. Wedderburn and Sampſon.

« I am of opinion that the naval ſtorekeeper may, conſiſtently with the eſtabliſhed rules and 
« intereſt of the ſervice, contract to ſupply the naval ſtores ; becauſe the maſter attendant will

conduct of that ſervice. He has nothing to anſwer for but the repair of the veſſels (the neci 
of which is to be formally notified by the maſter attendant) the regular ſupply of ftores, and the 
38 payment of the officers and men. If the pilot ſervice had ever been delayed ot obſtrudeg 
y his neglect in any of theſe branches, I preſume the maſter attendant would not have failed to 
inform us of it. I am unwilling to preſs this argument as far as it would go, becauſe 1 have a 
high opinion of Captain Wedderburn's experience and knowledge in his department, and regret 
that his health will not, at all times, permit him to attend to the detail of it. I can never admit 
that the ſupplying the marine with ſtores, &c. is the proper buſineſs of his office, or that he haz 
loſt any authority by not being entruſted with it. It ſeems rather to be his proper buſineſs to 
ſuperintend and check the performance of that part of the ſervice, and to take care that equal 
juſtice is done to the Company, and to their marine; which cannot reaſonably be expected from 
any officer, if the ſervice and controul of'it be united in his perſon, 


Mr. Keble's propoſals for the two new ſchooners were accepted by the Board on the 14th of 
Auguſt, My inſtructions to him were only an official act, done in conſequence of that accep- 
tance, and to carry the reſolution into execution. The terms for ſupplying the Comet for her 
Suez voyage were ſettled between the Governor and Mr. Keble. TI was not previouſly conſulted, 
and gave my aſſent, merely as a member of the Board, to a. tranſaQion already agreed on. 
With reſpect to the ſchooners, I think they muſt follow the fate of the contract. The veſſel ſent 
to Suez is on a diſtin footing—the ſervice being extraordinary, and particular term fixed for it, 
I did not underſtand that the Governor fixed on the Comet at Mr. Keble's recommendation; 


but if he did it, contrary to the opinion of every other perſon, whom he afterwards conſulted, I _ 


think Mr Keble has reaſon to regret that thoſe perſons, particularly the -carpenter, were not 
conſulted ſooner. Mr. Keble could have no motive for recommending this veſſel, in preference 
to any other if he had not thought her capable of the ſervice. The accident of her fpringing 2 
leak, I believe is no proof that ſhe was not in good repair; at all events, it was the duty of 1he 
maſter attendant to report the ſtate of the veſſel ; and this appears to have been the opinion of 
the Board on the 18th of laſt month, when the Secretary was ordered to write to Captain Wed- 
derburn in the following terms: I am directed by the Governor General and Council, to 
<« expreſs their ſurprize that you ſhould have recommended the Comet, a veſſel which appears 
<< to be unfit for the ſervice required, eſpecially at this unfavourable ſeaſon of the year,” His 
anſwer is, My motive for recommending the Comet proceeded from my knowledge of her 
<«« being, not only a light, ſtrong veſſel, but becauſe ſhe ſailed well upon a wind, and was there- 
«< fore Fe for going upon any voyage whatever,” | 


« The circumſtance of her ſpringing a leak is an accident of that kind, which fometimes hap- 
ce pens to the beſt and ſtrongeſt veſſel.— The Comet was brought on ſhore, and fitted out for the 
« ſeaſon the latter end of June, at which time ſhe received in every reſpe& a thorough repair: 
I muſt on this occaſion do Mr. Keble the juſtice of remarking, that no attention was on his 
« part wanting to ſee her properly fitted out; and if the leak had been of ſuch a nature as to 
have admitted of a diſcovery before ſhe-left town, I am convinced the carpenter whom he em- 
e ployed, (and who is thoroughly competent in his buſineſs) would have found'it out,”, —No 
evidence in Mr, Keble's favour can be ſtronger than that of Captain Wedderburn. 


If theſe conſiderations ſhould not have the ſame weight with the Board they havewith me, 1 | 


muſt beg leave to remind them, that the contract is not liable to be. diſſolved at any point of time 
whatever, at our diſcretion. If the Board had determined not to- continue the contract to Mr. 
Keble for a third Year, he had a right to expect notice of our intentions, ſome time before the 
expiration of the ſecond ; not having received ſuch notice, and three months'of the third year 
being actually elapſed, he had reaſon to conclude, that he was to hold it till the expiration 

the current year, or third term. I take for granted he has purchaſed ſtores, and taken other 
meaſures neceſſary for the performance of his-engagements, the term of which is annual; of 
cannot, I believe, by law be diſſolved in the middle of any one year, merely at the diſcretion © 
one of the parties.

The Comet was recommended both by Captain Wedderburn and Mr. Keble. As ſoon as I 
heard the opinions which were formed 'of the unfitneſs of that veſſel” for her intended voyage I 
mentioned them to Mr. Keble, propoſing to make choice of another in her ſtead; but he gave 
me ſuch ſtrong aſſurance of her being a proper veſſel for that ſervice, that, on the ſtrength of them, 
] ſuffered her to be fitted out, without further notice, 


The objections made to the new contract will equally apply to many others; I believe almoſt 
to every other which has been granted in the courſe of the laſt three years, as the old contract 
has generally been allowed to run on beyond the contracted time, and the new contract has as 
often taken place without waiting for the concluſion of another year. Mr. Keble may if he 
pleaſes, appeal to the law; I have no doubt that he will, when he knows that ſuch is the ex- 
pectation of one of the members of Government.

Wedderburn and 
Sampſon on the zoth of October 1777, and that they engaged in the execution of it imme- 
diately ; conſequently no neceſſity of the ſervice can be urged in favour of the renewal of it at | 
this ſeaſon of the year—for this reaſon I think the motion premature; but I muſt vote againſt. g | 
it, becauſe I do not think. this Board are legally, empowered to bind the 9 by con- | 
tracts, commencing after the period of our own diſſolution; if we can do it for a ſingle day, 
why might we not enter into engagemenes to commence twenty years hence?

None of the arguments oppoſed to the motion refute the public utility or benefit of the mea-

Mr, Francis has exhibited a very ſtriking, and, I fear, too faithful portrait of this Govern- 
ment, which is at the ſame time charged with the care of the moſt_ important intereſts, or at 
this time at leaſt the moſt important of the Britiſh nation, and yet can only ſubſift on daily 
expedients, I feel the neceſſity of yielding to this practice in ſome degree; but I yield to it 
with reluQtance, and will yield only where I am compelled to it. I repeat the poſition aſſerted 
in Mr, Barwell's minute, that no conſideration, but that of the benefit of the future ſervice, 
ſhould influence our votes on any ſubject. However the inſtruments of Government may 
2 or its powers be weakened by the ſuſpenſion of that authority which is neceſſary for 
2 exertion, there muſt neceſſarily exiſt, in every government, a vital principle which never 
"Iz but remains for ever the ſame in whatever body it may ſuccceflively animate. So true is 
x e + that even the acts of an uſurpation, and even in our own conſtitution, have been 
__ rmed by the legal government on its reſtoration. The acts, therefore, of this government, 
they are legal now, and during the term of its exiſtence, are equally ſo to any period, how- 
ken N to which their force or influence may extend. If, as Mr. Francis ſuggeſts, it is 
* 5 wy Ins the Members of this Government to form contracts, which are to commence after 
ud, riod o their own diſſolution ; it is alſo unlawful for them, on the ſame principles, to 

contracts which, though immediately commencing, are to endure beyond the ſame * 0 
; ; n c 
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It is not their commencement that makes them unlawful, but their effect at whatever nes; ; 
and this I remember was the poſition, as it was ſtated on a former occaſion by Mr. Fn 
On the ſame principle, every indefinite act of the Board, and every act which, though calculate 
for the day, may virtually extend its influence beyond the month of October, is illegal, All 
acts have that tendency, and of courſe, if this principle is true, all the powers of Government 
ought, from this time, to remain in total ſuſpenſion till the new Government has taken place, 


Objections, on this or a ſimilar ground, might, however, be ſtated to the queſtion-now before 
the Board, were it either irregular, unuſual, or unneceſſary. It is neither. I have a clear re- 
collection that it ſtands as an expreſs rule, in ſome part of our proceedings, that all contract 
ſhall be formed and determined ſome months prior to their commencement, for this reaſon, that 
it was impoſſible for any contractor to fulfil the terms of his contract without a ſtore, which he 
could not be expected to lay up on the bare chance of his obtaining the contract, or without 
ready money purchaſes, which would ſtand him in an amount far exceeding their proper rate; and 
this difference muſt ultimately fall on the Company, as it would form a part of the eſtimate on 
which the propoſals were made, i 


In anſwer to an obſervation of Mr Wheler's I muſt remark, that the preſent propoſed con- 
tracts are not for the ſupply of ſtores, but for the whole expence and repair of the marine, at a 
fixed and groſs ſum for every veſſel ; of courſe, the ſame reaſons which induced the Board to 
grant the preſent contract (and I believe that the Board were unanimous in their agreement to 
furniſh this expence by contract, though they differed in their choice of the contractors) muſt 
operate with exactly the ſame force for the continuation of it. I believe, indeed, that the new 
contract will be more advantageous, becauſe of the time allowed for providing materials for the 
commencement of it; but it is an advantage purely derived from this circumſtance, and unat- 
tended with any loſs to the Company. Upon the whole, I am for the queſtion. 


Mr. Francis, 


The general queſtion of contracts is too well underſtood to require any explanation of it from 
me. No one will think it likely that oyr Government ſhauld ſuffer any effential diſtreſs, if this 
or that contract ſhould not be renewed four months before it expires. Formal arguments ap- 
plicable perhaps to queſtions of ſtate, Joſe all weight and dignity, and will hardly be thought 
ſerious, when applied to ſuch a ſubject as that before us, | 


With reſpect to the point of law, I am far from preſuming to deliver a peremptory opinion. 
My idea of the matter is'fimply this: The Company have given us a general power to perform 
by contract ſuch of their buſineſs as can be conveniently ſo performed. Under this general 
power, I think the Board would have a right to renew every contract when it expired, provided 
the renewal was made for the uſual and ordinary period. In ſuch cafe, the right arifes out of the 
neceſſity of the thing. — The ſervice mult be provided for by a new engagement, at the time, 
when the old one expires. The act of the Board, being lawful 4b initia, will continue fo till 
its operation ends, though it ſhould extend to a time beyond our own political exiſtence; our 
principals are fo far forth-bound by our act; but if a power be aſſumed of binding the Company, 
beyond the extent and fair conſtruction of this principle, I deſite it may be conſidered, whether 
it may not lead to a conſequence equally abſurd and dangerous; (viz.) that an agent or repre- 
ſentative may bind his conſtituents by engagements, not only to commence and be executed at 2 
time when circumſtances may be totally altered, and which of courſe will preclude the con- 
ſtituent from taking advantage of ſuch change of circumſtances; but when the agent himſelf 
ceaſes to exiſt as ſuch, and is no longer anſwerable for the operation of acts done by him: The 
conſtituent is bound, and yet he has no hold upon his repreſentative who has bound him. | 

I do not remember the rule alluded to by the Governor; it may be an uſeful one, when pub- 
lication is made, and propoſals received from the beſt bidders.

As there is nothing more conducive to the recovery of the ſick in this climate, than 
frequent ſhifts of clean linen, every patient, on his admiſſion into an hoſpital, ſhall be imme- 
diately furniſhed with a cott, a mattraſs, and pillow, likewiſe with a ſheet, a pillowcaſe, and 
coverlid, a bed-gown, a nightcap, a pair of long drawers, and a ſhirt ; which laſt ſeven 
articles ſhall be ſhifted three times a week, from April to November incluſive, and twice r 
week the reſt of the year; and in cold weather, or at any other time, when it may be judged 
neceſſary, the ſick fnall be ſupplied with one or more quilts.

From November to April, excluſive, the ſick may he ſerved with beet inſtead of mutton, 
which at that time of the year is by no means leſs wholeſome. 


The common drink for thoſe on full and middle diet to be rice water, barley water, or toaſt 
and water, with two ſpoonfuls of brandy and a quarter of an ounce of ſugar candy to each pint

4th. There ſhall be a ſervant to attend every fix men in common, and one to attend on every 
ſingle man, when he is ſo bad as to be unable to help himſelf. 


5th. Every ward in the hoſpital ſhall be fumigated with Benjamin, and 1 with vi- 
negar three times every week, from April to November, incluſive, and twice a week the reſt 
of the year: They ſhall likewiſe be ſweeped clean twice every day, when all private neceſ- 
ſaries ſhall be regularly cleaned. 


Theſe regulations being hung up in the hoſpitals, will make every patient a competent 
judge of his good or bad treatment, and thereby enable him to make his complaint, ſhould 
he have any, to the officers whe daily viſit the hoſpitals. 


The brigade on the field ſhall be conſtantly ſupplied with fifty covered doolies, having ſix 
bearers to each Goolic ; and likewiſe with a ſufficient number of <oolies, to carry medicines, 
and other neceſſaries, for the ſick or wounded, the Quarter Maſter General furniſhing hoſ- 
pital tents and ſtraw, as heretofore; or, ſhould there be a neceſſity of embarking the ſick in 
boats, he is likewiſe to furniſh them, thoſe being expences never included in any of the 
hoſpital charges: But ſhould the ſervice at any time require a greater number of doolies than 
the fifty before mentioned, then the Honourable Board will allow at the rate of 30 ſonaut 
rupees per menſem for every extra doolie employed by order of any commanding officer. 
This is the only article in which the expence can exceed the ſtated ſum, and it is of little 
conſequence; as, unleſs the whole army was to be in motion, it can never amount to a ſum 
in any degree conſiderable. 


By the foregoing mode of conducting this branch of buſineſs, there will, at leaſt, be a ſaving 
of eighty thouſand rupees per annum to the Honourable Company, the ſick will be better pro- 
vided for, and a material inconvenience obviated; viz. that it has hitherto been the intereſt 
of the ſurgeons to have as great a number of ſick in the hoſpitals as poſhble As I believe 
this cannot be imputed to any ſurgeon in the ſervice, I beg leave to take notice of a circum-

As the above ſaving to the Honourable Company principally depends on their being paid for 
the medicines ſent from Europe, and freed from the expence of the Diſpenſary in Calcutta, 
ſhould the Honourable Board agree to theſe propoſals, it will then become neceſſary that per- 
{ons of every denomination, whether Company's ſervants or others, do indiſcriminate] y pay, 
At a moderate rate, for the medicines they uſe, excepting only writers and ſubaltern officers, on 
many of whom it might be a hardſhip ; and it ſhall be my particular care, that every medicine 
iſſued from the diſpenſary ſhall be of the beſt quality, and prepared with the greateſt care.

Members of the 
Board of Inſpection. 


Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 


Finding that the Paymaſter General, in the account he has given in of the medicinal expences 
for ſome years paſt, has omitted the three laſt years, and taken three a great deal further back, I 
beg the Honourable Board will permit me to obſerve, that it is only with the three or four laſt 

ears, that the propoſals I had the honour to make them ſome months ago can be compared ; as 


in all probability the expence of the three enſuing years are more likely to correſpond with them, 
than with a more diſtant period. | 


As in my former addreſs I was miſtaken in regard to thoſe expences, I now take the liberty to 
lay before the Honourable Board the expence of the three laſt years ; that, by comparing it with 
three years to come, according to the propoſal I have made, the difference may at once appear.

The following are the words of the Surgeon General's Propoſals upon the Firſt Article men- 
tioned in the Attorney's Letter, 


© The brigade in the Held ſhall be conſtantly ſupplied with fifty covered doolies, having 
« {;x bearers to each dooly, and likewiſe with a ſufficient number of coolies to carry medicines , 
« and other neceſſaries for the ſick or wounded—the Quarter Maſter General furniſhing 
« hoſpital tents and ſtraw as heretofore: or ſhould there be a neceſfity of embarking the ſick 
« in boats, he is likewiſe to furniſh them, thoſe being expences never included in any of the 
« hoſpital charges; but ſhould the ſervice at any time require a greater number of doolies than 
« the fifty before mentioned, then the Honourable Board will allow, at the rate of 30 ſonaut

"When I delivered in propoſals to contract for the expences of the hoſpitals,” it was my chief 
object to have that branch of duty conducted upon the beſt plan I could deviſe for the good of 
the ſervice, and the intereſt of the Company. In forming this plan, I was attentive to What 

ever my own experience could ſuggeſt to me, and at the ſame time to every information | 
could obtain of the practice of ſurgeons, who have had the charge of hoſpitals here, either in 
His Majeſty's land or marine ſervice; and my hopes were, that by eſtabliſhing ſuch a plan a; 
had for its object at once the diminution of the public expence, and the preſerving the ſlandin 

forces as effective and complete as poſlible, I ſhould merit your approbation, and at the — 
time eſſentially recommend myſelf to the notice of the Honourable the Court of Directors. 


In the Exttacts it is laid down as a fundamental principle, that no ſurgeon ſhould be in. 
tereſted, directly or inditectly, in the quantity of medicines ſaved or expended. Notwith. 
ſtanding I have, ever ance my coming to the head of my profeſſion, obſerved the utmoſt care 
and attention for the preſervation of medicines, yet the experience of ſeveral years previous to 
my obtaining the contract, will ſerve to evince that the quantity annually ſent out have fallen 
ſhort before the end of the year; and that the Company have on that account incurred 1 
conſiderable expence for ſuch as could be purchaſed here, beſides the great inconveniencies 
that have in ſome caſes ariſen, from the want of ſuch as were not to be purchaſed. I there. 
fore thought, at the time I made my propoſals for the contract, and without the moſt diſtant 
proſpect of advantage to myſelf, I ſtill continue to think, that the moſt effectual way to obviate 
theſe inconveniencies and charges, was to make the ſurgeons in charge of the ſick at the dif. 
ferent ſtations in ſome degree intereſted in the due preſervation of medicines ; it was for this 
purpoſe that I propoſed to the Board the ſurgeons prying for their medicines at the rate of 
ten per cent. on the prime colt, which would make it their more immediate intereſt to ſe 
that they were duly applied, and in no ſhape improperly waſted, or ſuffered to ſpoil through 
inattention; and although no check is ſpecifically mentioned in the contract, to prevent m 
charging more than 10 per cent. on the prime coſt, yet as the terms of the contract are 
known to the whole protefion, were I capable of attempting it, immediate repreſentations to 
the Board muſt of courſe follow, and which it is unneceſſary for me to inform you has never 
happened in any one inſtance. I have already faid, that ] had not the moſt diſtant proſpect of 
advantage to myſelf from the diſpoting of medicines, when I propoſed my being allowed to 
charge the ſurgeons 10 per cent. upon the prime colt; and I can now declare, from expe- 
rience, that the premium of 10 per cent. is by no means ſufficient to reimburſe me for the 
charge of unpacking and re-packing them, the damages they ſuſtain from the climate, and 
the riſk and expence in tranſporting them to ſtations at the diſtance of near one thouſand miles 
from the Preſidency. But it is objected by the Honourable Court of Directors, that on this 
account it is poſſible that medicines may be more ſparingly adminiſtered, and -patients more 
ſpeedily diſcharged, than can be conſiſtent with the good of the ſervice : in anſwer to which, 
I beg leave to remark, that ſuch a conduct cannot poſſibly obtain, ſince an officer from every 
corps regularly viſits the' hoſpitals once a day, and a field officer once a month, to inſpect the 
treatment of the ſick, and to enquire of the ſick themſelves, if there be any juſt ground of 
complaint; and it is well known that the ſoldiers are ſufficiently difpoſed to make complaints 
on the ſmalleſt grounds; beſides, it muſt appear contrary to common prudence, to diſcharge 
a patient before his thorough recovery, ſince his immediate return to the hoſpital muſt be the 
conſequence. It is further obje&ted by the Honourable Court of Directors, that the deed 
firſt drawn and executed, was afterwards, at my deſire, reviſed, and another agreed to, wit 
alterations in my fayour, one of which is granting me an addition of the common diet 
money uſually paid by the Company for patients in the hoſpital, before the contract took place. 
The inaccuracy and mages" of the firft deed, was my ſole reaſon for wiſhing to haye it 
reviſed, and another drawn with more method, and in conformity to the propoſals I had de- 
livered in to the Board, and which I never altered in any particular whatever.

and ſatisfactory a manner as my own reputation required. 


It is alſo objected, that in mypropoſals I affirmed there would be a ſaving to the Company 
of 30,000 Rs. per annum, by my purchaſing the medicines, whereas the ge amount of 
medicines ſent to Bengal for five years paſt, is only 20,548 rupees. In my propoſals, if I have 
not expreſſed myſelf with preciſion, I now beg leave to explain, that in the ſum of 30,0co ru- 
pes, I included the amount of what had been purchaſed in the country to make up the de- 
ciency of what was annually ſent from Europe. 


The Honourable the Court of DireRors likewiſe diſapprove of my having received, inſtead 
of monthly advances, one moiety of the annual expence in advance: In anſwer to which I can 
only ſay, that without a conſiderable advance I ſhould not have been able to have undertaken 
the contract; and as to the amount of profits ſuppoled to ariſe thereon, being likewiſe in ad- 
vance, I ſhall have occaſion to mention hereafter that they do not deſerve conſideration, 


Although no exprefs proviſion was made in the contract, that at the expiration of it the me- 
dicines and ſurgeons inſtruments on hand were to be returned to the Company at prime coſt ; 
yet I beg leave to declare, that ſuch are my obligations to the ſervice, and my preſent abſolute 


dependance on it, I ſhould think myſelf highly deſerving cenſure, and unworthy future favour, 


if, without hefitation, I did not deliver back the ſtock of medicines and ſurgeons inftruments 
at prime coſt, and (the chances of war and other circumftances duly attended to) in as good 
or better condition than that in which I received them ; at the ſame time, give me leave to 
expreſs the juſt ſenſe have of the good opinion which the Honourable Court of Directors 
have been pleaſed, in this reſpect, to entertain of me; and likewiſe on behalf of the gentle- 
men of my profefhon, to offer it as my firm belief, that into whatever hands, by my deceaſe, 


the contract might have fallen, the ſervice could never have ſuffered on this account. 


Before I diſmiſs this ſubje&, give me leave to ſubmit to your attentive conſideration a few 


circumſtances, that do not immediately relate to the extracts from the general letter: When [ 


entered into the contract, my calculations were formed from the eſtabliſhment as it then ſtood, 


. and no conditions were made, on my part, for an increaſe of allowance, in proportion to the

mander in Chief; I might alſo remark, that on the account of the war, the Company's forces 
occupy a greater number of ſtations than what they did in June 1777, and likewiſe that the 
liſts of officers and of civil ſervants have been greatly augmented fince that period: Every one 


of the circumſtances above enumerated have been productive of unforeſzen, and at the ſame 


ume very conſiderable additional expences to me, and for which 1 have never as yet received 
any recompence whatever; nor will-it be improper further to remark, that at this very time no 
ſupply of medicines is arrived from England, which has put me to the expence of purchaſing 
from the Europe ſhips already arrived, ſuch articles as I ſtood in need of at a very high rate;

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erifice I am required to make, had been of ſuch a nature as would have admitted my yrging i 
as a clear and ſtrong proof of my diſpoſition to obey whatever orders my ſuperiors may thin 
proper to give me; but by relinquiſhing the contract, although it has been regarded as luera. 
tive to me in a high degree, I ſhall ſacrifice very little, for I can moſt truly declare, that I haye 
received very little advantage, if any, from it; yet in juſtice to myſelf I muſt not omit to make 
it known, that, from the engagements I have formed, and the proviſions I have made jor 
carrying it on to the end of the term, by relinquiſhing it at the end of a month, I ſhall ſuffer 
very conſiderably; and, in diſcharge of my duty, I think it at the ſame time incumbent on me 
to give it as my opinion, that the public intereſt will ſuffer ſtill more than I ſhall, by a Change 
ſo ſudden and unprovided for: In proof of what I advance, give me leave to point out to — 
notice the very gteat diſtance of many of the military ſtations, that the brigades are at preſent in 
motion, and that the detachments are upon actual ſervice and I think it will be evident, from 
a conſideration of theſe circumſtances, that the buſineſs under my management cannot ſo imme. 
diately be taken out of the channel in which it is at preſent conducted, no previous and ne. 
ceſlary preparations having been made for ſuch a change, without occaſioning much confuſion 
and unavoidably, at the ſame time, an additional expence to the Company: ir, for the reaſons 
above aſſigned, it ſhould appear expedient to you that the execution of the contrxct remain with

HAVE the honour of incloſing you a copy of a letter, which I underſtand was written to 

your Select Committee, by Philip Francis, Eſquire, late a Counſellor of this Preſidency, If 

am irregular in my correſpondence, I hope you will attribute it to my anxiety to refute, in the 

moſt open manner, inſinuations contained therein, which are levelled at my reputation, by in- 

nuendoes, which cannot, and which I do not wiſh to be, miſunderſtood. This I am con- 

fident you will think fully done, to your complete conviction, by the two affidavits which I 
have annexed thereto. 


To the truth of thoſe affidavits, as far as they relate to me, and that every thing is ſet forth 
therein which can in any wiſe concern me, I am ready to add my own oath, | 


I have requeſted your Governor Ceneral and Council to record the whole on their proceedings; 
and have taken the liberty of addreſſing the Court of Directors at large, rather than your Select 
Committee, to which Mr. Francis has addreſſed his letter, that I may have as full reparation for 
the injury which has been done me, as the nature of the caſe will admit, by bringing to a more 
public attention not only my own vindication, but both the ſpirit and mode with which that 
gentleman has praCtiſed the conveying ſecret informations, much more calculated to defame than 
to accuſe, to inſtill ſuſpicion than to eſtabliſh guilt, 


That the reparation cannot be adequate to the injury I have received, I have to lament. The 
writer of that letter knew as well as I do the force of ficſt impreſſions, the weakneſs of defences 
made at a diſtant period, and the improbability of their being read candidly, ar even coming to

On the 13th of February 1778 the majority thought fit to give a contract, for repairing the 


Pools of the diſtrict of Burdwan, to a Mr. Fraſer, for two years, for the ſum. of 1,80;066 licea 
rupees ; whereas, in the ſettlement of that diſtrift, formed 2 N05 John Clavering, Colonel Mon. 
ſon, and myſelf, for the years 1776 and 1777, the Rajah's officers had engaged, and were bound 
to perform the ſame ſervice, for the ſum of 25,000 ſicca rupees per annum. Mr. Fraſer is a, 
under officer in the Supreme Court of Judicature, where I underſtand he is well provided for. 
You are to conſider and judge of the views and principles which have guided the Governor Ge. 
neral and Council jn the allotment of ſuch a buſineſs, on terms of ſuch immediate profit, to 3 
perſon ſo circumſtanced as you will find Mr. Fraſer to be, if you think fit to enquire into his 
ſituation and connections. By referring to the conſultations, you will find that I have gone x 
far in oppoſing the meaſure, as the delicate and perſonal nature of the queſtion, and perhaps my 
own ſafety, would admit of: Let me only aſſure you, that it concerns the Company's ſervice 


in a very high degree, 


Some late reſolutions, ſtill more extraordinary and queſtionable than even thoſe taken in the 
'1ſt inſtance, have brought their contracts again into view, On the 29th of December and ad of 
February laſt it was determined to give Mr. Wattle and Mr.Fraſer a grant of conginuation of their 
preſent contracts, reſpectively, for three years each, to commence from the expiration of ſuch con- 
tracts, that is, to commence at a time, when by law the preſent Government will have ceaſed to 
exiſt. I am informed, that grants ſo circumſtanced are in themſelves illegal and void; and 
as ſuch Mr. Wheler and I have oppoſed them. The whole ſum payable to Mr Fraſer, out of 
the Company's treaſury, is ſicca rupees 4,20,000, which, reckoning the current "rupee at two 
ſhillings, is equal to ,. 48,920. Beſides this, you will obſerve, that in the ſecond grant Mr. 
Fraſer is authorized to execute certain additional works, which properly belong to his contract, 
and to deliver in extra bills for the ſame, upon honour. What ſuch extra charge may 
amount to, or whether his whole real expence will not be covered by this ſupplemental condi. 
tion, can only be matter of conjecture; 'The objection to the new clauſe, on the face of it, 
is, that it leaves the Company open to an unlimited charge. The whole diſburſement, on ac-

It is for the Company to conſider, whether they will allow. their ſervants, to bind them in this 
manner, for any term of years, ad libitum, and to give away their property with ſuch unbounded. 
-proſuſion. It is not poſſible, I think, that the purpoſes to be anſwered by ſo maniſeſt a (a- 
crifice of the Company's intereſt to that of individuals can be miſtaken. In the caſe: of Mr. 
Fraſer, the object meant to be provided for is ſufficiently apparent, and very well underſtood 
in this place. The continuation of Mr. Wattel's contract, I have reaſon to believe is for the 
-uſe of Dr. Burn and Sir John D'Oyly. 2 


If any material change ſhall take place in this Council, on the expiration of our pteſent ap- 
pointment, I ſhould conceive that the new Adminiſtration would think it their duty to take 
into immedate conſideration, whether the validity of the preceding grant "ought not to be 
litigated ; but I confeſs, that for my own part I ſhould enter into ſuch a litigation with great 
doubt and difcouragement, and without a hope of ſucceſs in any degree adequate to my private 
opinion of the wtong which the Company ſuffer, N N 


The Court of Directors will weigh and determine, whether it be not incumbent upon them 
to ſupport their Government here by the beſt opinions taken in England, and by preciſe in-

Archibald Fraſer, of Calcutta, Gentleman, maketh oath, and rf That ſome time in the end of 
the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-fix, when Tohn Mills, Gentleman, was appointed 
to the office of Superintendant of the Police of the town of Calcutta, vacant by the death of 
Alexander Macraby, Eſquire, brother-in-law, as this deponent has heard, and believes, of 
Philip Francis, Eſquire, late a counſellor of this ſettlement, it being rumoured that the * 
John Mills would not long reſide in Bengal, he, this deponent, by the mediation of Sir Elija 

impey, applied to the Governor General for his intereſt to ſucceed to the office when it ſhould 
become vacant; and was informed by the ſaid Sir Elijah, that the Governor had promiſed his 
intereſt when the vacanc ſhould happen, and defired that this deponent would in the mean 


time employ himſelf in ſuch a manner as would inſtruct him to execute the duties of the office; 


that the ſaid John Mills having in conſequence, as this deponent has heard, and believes, of 
complaints preſerred againſt him for offences in his office, by the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
been obliged to vacate his office, the ſaid Sir Elijah told this deponent, that he wiſhed this de- 

nent would not urge the Governor Geueral to keep his promiſe with regard to the ſucceſſion 
to the ſaid office, he, Sir Elijah then declaring that he was apprehenſive that if he, this depo- 
nent, ſucceeded to the vacancy, it might cauſe a ſuſpicion that he, Sir Elijah had Joined in

the room of the ſaid John Mills; and this deponent verily believes, if Sir Elijah Impey had not 


{or theſe reaſons defired this deponent to wave the promiſe ſo made by the Governor General, 
he, this deponent, ſhouid have ſucceeded to the ſaid office: And this deponent further ſays, 
That ſome time in the latter end of the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-ſeven, or 
the beginning of the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-eight, this deponent was in- 
formed, that he had been appointed to the office of the Coroner of this town ; but that he, this 
deponent, diſliking the nature of the attendance in ſuch office, and not being ſufficiently in- 
ſtructed in law with the duties of the ſame, did beg leave to decline the acceptance of ſuch 
office; that ſoon after, but on what particular day this deponent at this diſtance of time cannot 
ſay, George Bogle, Eſquire, now deceaſed, came to this deponent, who was then alone in his 
bed-chamber, and adviſed this deponent to make , propoſals to the Governor General and

any thing relative thereto, . he, this deponent, informed him thereof, as is before related: 
further ſays, That he verily believes the ſaid Sir Elijan did nct at any time 

apply to or ſolicit the Governor General, or any other perſon whatſoever, on that ſubject, be- 
fore the ſaid propoſals were accepted by the Governor General and Council; and this deponent 
further ſays, that on or about the month of December, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy- 
eight, the ſaid John Bayne repreſented to this dep6nent, that very great inundations had hap- 
pened, by which a greater expence was incurred by this deponent than was expected at the 
time of his entering into the contract; and that it would be highly beneficial to the country to

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prevent ſuch inundations in future, which could not be checked by the pools which this de. 
ponent was, by his contract, bound to repair; that certain works ſhould be erected, which ud 
works were called, by the ſaid John Bayne, dobunds, and which did not belong to the ſaid con.

and have proved of ſuch detriment to the public revenue. The eſtimate which I have formed 
was collected in the courſe of my circuit from the Mundals and Conoyo (or head Jabourers) 
of the ſeveral villages. They have been conſtantly employed in the buſineſs of the repairs, aud 
have a very competent and ſufficient knowledge of the work. The particular eſtimates, as 
formed by them, are too voluminous to be now tranſlated ; but for the information of the 
Boar, [ encloſe a tranſlation of the eſtimate for the Purgunnah Chuttuah, which is. ſimilar to 
a: the others, and formed upon the ſame principles. In endeavouring to comply with your 
inſtructions for obtaining a knowledge of the expence incurred in the repairs of laſt ſeaſon, I 
called upon the ſeveral Darogahs who had been employed in that buſineſs, but found that they 
had all quitted the diſtricts upon my going out, and had carried with them every paper and 
perſon that could have given me any information, The general intelligence I got from the 
Inhabitants was, that the Darogahs were carried at that time to Burdwan by the Rajah's offi= 
cers, for theſgurpoſe of explaining their accounts ; and it appears to me to have been with 
ö of frilff@ting every attempt of mine to acquire the knowledge I was inſtructed to 
a The —_— I was able to obtain from the Ryots, and ſome Gomaſtahs (who had 

cen employed by the Dorogahs, together with my own obſervation, proves that a very triflin 
part of the ſum was applied to the repairs, and that the greateſt part has been embezzled.
